FIFTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONVENTION, 


Cree ro Ore Viel SS Ours. 


St. GEoRGE’s CHurcH, St. Louis, 
Tuesday, May 23d, 1898. 
In accordance with Article III. of the Constitution of the Church 
in the Diocese of Missouri, a number of the clergy and laity assem- 


bled this day in St. George’s Church, St. Louis, the place selected 
by the last Convention. 


At 10 o’clock A. M., the clergy, preceded by the choir of St. 
George’s Church, entered the church singing as a processional, the 
202d hymn, ‘‘The Church’s One Foundation,’’ when the regular 
service was held. 


The opening sentences and services to the First Lesson were read 
by the Rev. K. M. Deane, of St. Andrew’s Church, St. Louis. 

The First Lesson was read by the Rev. John Gierlow, Ph. D., of 
St. Louis. 


The Second Lesson was read by the Rev. Chas. F. Collins, of 
St. Louis. 

The Creed and Prayers were read by the Rev. John W. Higson, of 
~ Christ Church, Rolla, Mo. 


The Commandments were read by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 
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The Epistle was read by the Very Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D., Dean 
of the Cathedral. 


The Gospel was read by the Rt. Rev. C. R. Hale, D. D., Bishop 
of Cairo. 


The Rev. S. H. Green, of St. John’s Church, St. Louis, then 
preached the Convention Sermon, taking for his text the 4th, 5th and 
6th verses of the 4th Chapter of Ephesians. 


The Offertory sentences and notices were read by the Rev. G. 
Tuckerman, of St. Stephen’s Mission, St. Louis. 


The Holy Communion was then celebrated by the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


After the benediction, the clergy and choir retired singing, as a 
recessional, hymn No. 129, ‘‘Creator Spirit, by Whose Aid.”’ 


On reassembling in the Church, the Rt. Rev. the Bishop, called 
the Convention to order, and the Secretary of the last Convention 
proceeded, under the direction of the Bishop, to call the roll of the 
clergy canonically resident in the Diocese, and thirty-eight Clergymen 
answered to their names. 


The Rt. Rev. President announced that the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, and also the Treasurer.of the Board of Missions, were 
present to receive all moneys due and payable to them. 


The Rt. Rev. President called for the report of the Committee on 
the ‘‘Admission of New Parishes and Lay Credentials’’ appointed at 
the last Convention; whereupon the Rev. 8S. H. Green, Chairman, 
presented the report which was read by the Secretary including the 
names of the Lay Delegates entitled to seats in this Convention 


On motion same was received and filed. 


Under the orders of the Rt. Rev. President, the Secretary then 
called the roll of Lay Delegates reported by the Committee as entitled 
to seats, and Delegates from nineteen Parishes answered to their 
names. 


The Rt. Rev. President then announced a quorum of both Orders 
present, and the Convention ready for business. 


The Rt. Rev. President announced as the first order of business, 
the election of a Secretary. 
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On motion of Mr. H. H. Denison, seconded by Rey. C. M. Davis, 
the rules of order were suspended, and the Assistant Secretary was 
instructed to cast the ballot of this Convention for Mr. Jno. R. 
Triplett, of St. Louis, for Secretary, with power to appoint his assist- 
ant; the Assistant Secretary so cast the ballot, and the Secretary 
appointed Mr. W. B. Coombe, of the Church of the Redeemer, St. 
Louis, his assistant. 


On motion of Mr. M.S. Snow, the Convention then took a recess 
till 2:30 o’clock. 


Convention reassembled, after recess, at 2:30 P. M. 


On motion of Mr. W. B. Potter, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That visiting clergy and students preparing for Holy 
Orders be invited to the sessions of the Convention, and they be re- 
quested to hand their cards to the Secretary. 


On motion of Rev. G. Tuckerman, the following resolution was 
. adopted: 

Resolved, That the Rt. Rev. C. R. Hale, D. D., Bishop of Cairo, be 
invited to a seat by the side of the Bishop of the Diocese during the 
sessions of this Convention. 


The Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Cairo was then escorted to a seat by 
the side of the Bishop of the Diocese, and made a few remarks in 
acknowledgment. 


On motion of the Very Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D., the following res- 
olution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be extended to the 
Rey. S. H. Green for his thoroughly Churchly and truly Evangelical 
Sermon, delivered before the Convention this morning. 


Rev. Mr. Canfield moved that 500 copies of the sermon be printed 
for distribution. 


Mr. M.S. Snow expressed the hope that this motion would not 
prevail, as the Convention has frequently expressed itself as opposed 
to such precedents. 
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The vote being taken, the Rt. Rev. President declared the motion 
lost. 


On motion of Rev. John Wilkerson, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Rules of Order of the last Convention be adopted 
as the Rules of Order for this Convention. 


On motion of Mr. J. A. Waterworth, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the Convention meet each morning for Divine Wor- 
ship at 9 o’clock, and for business from 10 A. M. to 1 P. M., when it 
will take a recess to 2:30 P. M., and continue until 5:30 P. M. 


The Rt. Rev. President then gave notice of the Bishop’s reception 
at the School of the Good Shepherd, from 8 to 11 o’clock this evening. 


The Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese, then read his Annual Ad- 
dress, which, with his list of Episcopal Acts, was laid upon the Secre- 
tary’s table. 


The cards of Rev. Theo. I. Holcombe, of the Diocese of New York, 
Financial Secretary of Clergymen’s Retiring Fund Society; Rev. 
Johannes Rockstroh, of Belleville, and Rev. W. H. Tomlins, East St. 
Louis, both of the Diocese of Springfield; Rev. J. L. Gay, of the Dio- 
cese of West Missouri, were laid on the Secretary’s table. 


On motion of Rev. F. B. Scheetz, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the portion of the Bishop’s Address referring to the 
expenses of Deputies to the General Convention be referred to a com- 
mittee of three, to report as early as possible. 


The Rt. Rev. President appointed as such committee, Rev. F. B.

Winn Love, of the Missionary Juris- 
diction of Wyoming and Idaho, and Rev. Richard Ellerby, of the 
Diocese of Kansas, were laid on the Secretary’s table. 


Mr. M. S. Snow, Secretary of the Standing Committee, presented 
and read the report of the Standing Committee of the Diocese as 
follows: 


REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


The official acts of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Missouri, for the 
Conventional Year 1892-93, are herewith respectfully submitted: 


June 3, 1892—Organized by the election of the Rev. Montgomery Schuyler, D. D., 
as President, the Rev. P. G. Robert as Vice-President, and Mr. Marshall 8. Snow 
as Secretary for the ensuing year. Consented to the appointment, by the Bishop of 
the Diocese, of the Rev. John Wilkinson as a Delegate to the General Convention, 
vice the Rev. R. A. Holland, who had declined to serve. Consented to the consecra- 
tion of the Rev. Charles Reuben Hale, D. D., LL. D., as Assistant Bishop of the 
Diocese of Springfield. . 
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August 8, 1892—Consented to the consecration of the Rev. George H. Kinsolving 
as Assistant Bishop of the Diocese of Texas. Consented to the proposed election of. 
an Assistant Bishop for the Diocese of Oregon. 


September 17, 1892—Consented to the ordination of Mr. Jefferson Davis Ritchey 
as Deacon. Consented to the appointment of Mr. F. J. McMaster as a Delegate to the 
General Convention, vice Mr. W. O. Garrison, unable to attend. 


November 2, 1892—Consented to the appointment, by the Bishop of the Diocese, 
of Dexter Tiffany, Esq., as Chancellor of the Diocese, vice the Hon. John Wickham, 
deceased. ; 


December 8, 1892—Recommended the admission of Mr. George Washington 
Cobb and Mr. Archie Boogher as candidates for Holy Orders. 


March 27, 1893—Consented to the consecration of the Rev. John McKim as 
Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Yeddo, Japan; and to the consecration of the 
Rey. Frederick R. Graves as Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction of Shanghai, 
China. Gave consent to shorten the time of the candidacy of the Rev. Henry Tudor 
for Priest’s Orders, and to his immediate ordination. 


April 21, 1893—Consented to such shortening of time of candidacy of Mr. Allen 
Kendall Smith, candidate for Deacon’s Orders, as will allow his ordination on Trinity 
Sunday, May 28, 1893. 


May 22, 1893—Consented to the consecration of the Rey. Thomas Frank Gailor, 
S. T. D., as Coadjutor-Bishop of the Diocese of Tennessee. Consented to the conse- 
cration of the Rev. William Lawrence, D. D., as Bishop of the Diocese of Massachu- 
setts. Approved the Secretary’s Report of the official acts of the Committee during 
the Fifty-third Conventional Year, prepared for submission to the Annual Diocesan 


Convention. ,

The Convention then went into the election of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


The Rt. Rev. President appointed as Tellers, to receive the cler- 
ical vote, Rev. J. W. Higson, Mr. Thos. Kelly. To receive the lay 
vote, Rev. S. E. Arthur, Mr. E. Baker. 


Secretary then called the roll, and the Tellers retired. 
Rev. C. M. Davis presented and read the following report of Special 
Committee : | 
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Your Committee appointed to consider that portion of the Bishop’s Address 
referring to the expenses of Deputies to the last General Convention, respectfully 
report the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be instructed to include among the 
items for the present year, the sum of $300.00, to be applied to the repayment of the 
expenses of the Clerical Deputies, in attending the last General Convention. 


Your committee would further recommend the amendment of Canon XIX., Section 
2, by the insertion after the word ‘‘Diocese,” in the fifth line, the following : ‘“‘Among 
which shall be the expenses of Deputies to the General Convention.”

On motion of Rev. C. M. Davis, the first resolution was adopted. 


On motion of Rev. C. M. Davis, the reeommendation for amend- 
ment to Canon XIX. was referred to Committee on Constitution and 
Canons. 


Rev. B. E. Reed presented and read the report of the ‘‘Standing 
Committee on Christian Education.’’ [See Appendix No. 17.] 


Mr. H. H. Denison offered the following amendment to Section 2 
of Canon XXII.: 


Resolved, That Section 2 of Canon XXII. be amended by inserting 
after the word ‘‘administer’’ and before the word ‘‘the,’’ in second 
line thereof, the following words, to-wit, ‘‘the interest of,’’ so that the 
said Section shall read as follows: 


“Src. 2. Said Board shall consider applications for relief, and 
shall administer the interest of the fund aforesaid, according to such 
rules and principles as it shall adopt. All such rules shall be 
reported to the Convention for revision or approval.”’ 


Same was, on motion, referred to the Committee on Constitution 
and Canons. 


At the request of the Rt. Rev. President, the Rev. Theo. I. Hol- 
combe, the Financial Secretary of the ‘‘Clergymen’s Retiring Fund 
Society,’’ addressed the Convention in the interest of said Society. 


The Tellers on the election of the Standing Committee entered and 
made their report, which was read by the Secretary. 


The Rt. Rev. President, declared the following duly elected 
members of the Standing Committee: |

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Rev. Wm. Elmer presented and read the report of the Special 
Committee on that portion of the Bishop’s Address referring to 
Missions, including St. Stephen’s, St. Louis. [See Appendix No. 
18. | 


Upon the request of the Chairman of the Committee, Rev. Wm. 
Elmer, the report was permitted to lie upon the table, to be called up 
later for action upon recommendations contained therein. 


Mr. F. B. Scheetz, Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons, reported progress on matter referred to said Committee, and 
asked for further time; same was granted by the House. 


On motion of Rev. C. M. Davis, the Convention took a recess until 
2° 30 Po M: 


Convention reassembled, after recess, at 2:30 P. M. 


Consent of the House was given to the Rev. P. G. Robert, Chair- 
man of Special Committee on that portion of Bishop’s Address 
referring to Prayer Book distribution, to present its report, which was 
read, and action on resolutions contained therein deferred until after 
regular order of business was disposed of. [See Appendix No. 19.] 


Consent of the House was given to Mr. C. 8. Freeborn to present 
the report of Committee on Finance, which was read, and, on 
motion, referred to Committee on Assessments. [See Appendix 
No. 6. ] 


Mr. J. A. Waterworth offered the following as an amendment to 
the resolution contained in said report, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Assessment be, and they are, 
hereby instructed to include in the contingent expenses of the Diocese 
the sum of $300 for the salary of the Bishop’s Secretary, and to pro- 
vide for same in the assessment of Parishes and Missions. 


On motion, the resolution contained in the report as amended was 
_ adopted, and the report referred to the Committee on Assessments. 


Mr. F. J. McMaster, Secretary of the Missionary Board, submitted 
and read the annual report of the Missionary Board. [See Appendix 
No. 7. ] 
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Mr. D. F. Leavitt, Treasurer of the Missionary Board, presented 
and read his annual report as Treasurer. [See Appendix No. 8.] 

Mr. Delafield stated to the Convention that he had received a 
letter from the Lay Delegate from Macon enclosing a check for $25, 
and, as St. James’, Macon, was not delinquent for diocesan assess- 
ment, he supposed it was to make good St. James’ pledge for 
missions. 

Mr. D. F. Leavitt, Treasurer of St. Stephen’s Mission, submitted 
and read his report of said Mission. [See Appendix No. 9.] 

The Secretary of the Convention then read the report of the 
Secretary. of the Missouri Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. [See 
Appendix No. 10.] 

The Rev. G. D. B. Miller then presented and read his annual 
report as the Diocesan Missionary. [See Appendix No. 11.] 

The Rev. B. E. Reed moved that the receiving of pledges for 
Missions be now proceeded with, and that the Secretary now call the 
roll. 

The Secretary called the roll of Parishes and Missions, and the 
following pledges were made, amounting to $4,630.00.

The Rev. F. B. Scheetz, of Kirkwood, stated that the will of the 
late Mr. George H. Gill makes a provision for the payment of 
moneys to the ‘‘Laymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society,’’ and he 
would ask for information as to whom such money may be paid. 


On motion of Mr. M. S. Snow, the matter was referred to a com- 
mittee of three, composed of Rev. F. B. Scheetz, Mr. Dexter Tiffany, 
Chancellor of the Diocese, and Mr. D. F. Leavitt, Treasurer of the 
Missionary Board, to report as early as possible. 


Mr. Charlie Thaw submitted the following report: 


The committee to whom was referred that portion of the Bishop’s Address con- 
cerning the ‘‘ Clergymen’s Retiring Fund Society,” respectfully recommends: 


First, That this Convention heartily approves the purposes and method of the 
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Society, and regards it as eminently deserving the good will and support of all Chureh- 
men in the Diocese. 


Second, That every Clergyman of the Diocese be counseled to present the claims of | 
the Soeiety to his congregation, and that the laity thereof be urged to secure member- 
ship in the same for their Rector. 


[Signed.] CHARLIE THAW, 
Sec’y of Committee. 


The Rt. Rev. President stated that recommendations in a report of 
a committee would be treated as resolutions. 


On motion, the report was received and the resolutions contained 
therein adopted. 


The Rev. F. B. Scheetz, Chairman of the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons, reported on the amendment to Canon IX., referred 
to said committee, that while the committee approve most highly 
the objects proposed, they believe the objects can be better secured by 
a consultation with those interested in the movement proposed. 


The report of the committee was, on motion, laid on the table to 
be called up later on for action thereon. 


The Rev. F. B. Scheetz, Chairman, submitted and read the report 
of the Committee on Constitution and Canons, on matters referred to 
said Committee, as follows: 


First. The Committee on Constitution and Canons respectfully report adversely 
on Mr. H. H. Denison’s proposed amendment to Canon XXII., Section 2, and ask to 
be relieved from further consideration. 


Second. Also, they recommend the adoption of the change proposed by Mr. Charlie 
Thaw in Canon II., Section 2, by adding the words ‘‘any vacancies that occur may be 
filled by the Rector.”’ 


Third. Rey. P. G. Robert’s resolution to add the words ‘“‘and a member of the 
same,” to Canon X., Section 6, Article 5 (page 18 of present Constitution and 
Canons), is regarded as unnecessary; as also the change proposed to Article 7 of 
same section, viz., ‘the Rector shall be a member of the Vestry ex-officio.” 


Your Committee also decline to make obligatory what the Convention has always 
held as simply advisory, as is proposed by change of Canon X., Section 3, to a demand 
that a Parish asking admission to Convention ‘shall transfer their ecclesiastical 
property to the Parochial Trust Fund.”’ 


And also failed to see need of the change proposed in Canon X., Section 5, viz., to 
strike out the words ‘‘shall be forever incorporated.’’ 


In reference to Rev. P. G. Robert’s new Canon XXIV., “Of the presentation and trial 
of a Priest or Deacon,’”? your committee find it impossible to give it the attention it 
deserves during the sitting of Convention, and respectfully ask the passage of the 
following resolution: 
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Resolved, That Rev. P. G. Robert’s proposed new Canon XXIV., “Of the presenta- 
tion and trial of a Priest or Deacon,” be considered by the Committee on Constitution 
and Canons during the recess of the Convention, to report thereon at the next 
Convention. 


The following action was taken on the report: 


On motion, the committee was discharged from further considera- 
tion of proposed amendments to Section 2 of Canon XXII., offered 
by Mr. Denison. 


On motion, the amendment proposed to Canon II., Section 2, by 
adding the words ‘‘ any vacancies that occur may be filled by the 
Rector,’’ was adopted. 


On motion, that part of the report of the committee relating to pro- 
posed amendments to Canon X., offered by Rev. Mr. Robert, was laid 
on the table, to be taken up when called for, for final action thereon. 


On motion of Rev. P. G. Robert, the resolution embraced in the 
report, that the proposed new Canon XXIV., ‘‘Of the presentation and 
trial of a Priest or Deacon,’’ be considered by the Committee on Con- | 
stitution and Canons during recess of the Convention, and report to 
the next Convention, was adopted. 


The Rev. Wm. Elmer called up the report of the special committee 
on that portion of the Bishop’s Address referring to Missions, for 
action thereon. 


On motion of Mr. M. 8. Snow, the. resolutions embraced in the 
report were referred to the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 


On motion of Mr. J. A. Waterworth, the Rules of Order were sus- 
pended and the election of Missionary Board was deferred till after 
action be taken on the report of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons. 


On motion of Rev. Wm. Elmer, the Convention adjourned to 10 
o’clock Thursday morning. 
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THIRD DAY. 


Sr. GrorGcrE’s CuHurcH, St. Louis, 
Thursday, May 25th, 1598. 


The Convention was opened with the usual religious services, alter 
which the Rt. Rev., the President, took the chair and called the Con- 
vention to order. 


After the call of the roll, the proceedings of the second day were 
read, and, on motion, approved. 


The Rey. F. E. Alleyne stated that as he was absent when the roll 
was called for pledges for missions on Wednesday, he would like 
to now pledge $25 for St. Mark’s Mission, Portland, Mo. Rev. C. 
G. Davis desired to make a personal pledge of $5, and the Rev. 
G. D. B. Miller requested that the pledge made yesterday of $20 for 
St. Matthew’s Mission be entered on the list as $15 for St. Matthew’s 
Mission and a personal pledge of $5 from Mr. E. E. Squier. 


Permission was given to the Treasurer of the Diocese to amend his 
report, submitted by him second day, to enable him to report 
Calvary Church, Louisiana, paid in full, as he had received a check, 
after leaving his office, from them, paying up the balance in full, 


Mr. E. J. Thomas, Chairman, presented and read the report of the 
Committee on Assessments. 


Rev. H. J. Brown moved to amend same by making the assess- 
ment on St. Paul’s, Mexico, $45 instead of $70, as reported by the 
Committee; same was adopted. 


The Chairman of the Committee stated that as that reduced the 
figures of the total assessment $25, he hoped some of the other Par- 
ishes would feel able to have their assessments increased. 


On motion of Rey. C. Eastin, the assessment of Holy Innocents, 
St. Louis, was increased from $20 to $80. 
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On motion of Rev. P. G. Robert, the assessment of Holy Commu- 
nion, St. Louis, was increased from $725 to $730. 


On motion of Rey. F. E. Alleyne, the assessment of St. Mark’s, 
Portland, was increased from $15 to $20. 


On motion of Rev. G. D. B. Miller, the assessment of St. Stephen’s, 
Ferguson, was increased from $30 to $35. 


On motion, the report, as amended, was then adopted. [See 
Appendix, No. 12.1 


Mr. C.S. Freeborn, Treasurer of St. Luke’s Hospital, presented 
his annual report. [See Appendix, No. 13 B.] 


Rev. P. G. Robert called up the report of the Committee on that 
portion of the Bishop’s Address referring to “‘Prayer Book Distribu- 
bution.’’ 


Rev. P. G. Robert moved the adoption of the resolution contained 
in said report, as follows: 
“Resolved, That a ‘Diocesan Auxiliary’ be formed for Missouri, 
and that the recommendations of this Committee be referred to this 
Auxiliary.”’ 


Vote being taken, the same was declared adopted. 


Rev. P. G. Robert called up the report of the Committee on Con- 
stitutions and Canons, made in yesterday’s session, on matter 
referred to said Committee, in regard to amendment to Canon X. 


Rev. P. G. Robert moved that the amendment to Canon X., Article 
5, viz., ‘‘The Rector shall be a member of the Vestry, ex-officio,” 
be adopted. 


The vote being taken, the Rt. Rev. President declared the motion 
lost. 


Mr. H. H. Denison called up from the table the report of the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons, made second day, referring 
to the proposed amendments to Canons XX. and XXII., offered by 
him at the last Convention. 


_ Mr. H. H. Denison moved that the proposed amendment to Canon . 
XX., upon which the Committee on Constitutions and Canons had 
reported adversely, be adopted by this Convention. After some 
debate, by permission of the house, the mover withdrew his motion. 
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Mr. H. H. Denison moved that the proposed amendment to Section 
1, of Canon XXII., upon which the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons had reported adversely, be adopted by this Convention. Vote 
being taken and division called for, by rising vote, the amendment 


was declared lost. Ayes, 18; noes, 35. 


Mr. H. H. Denison moved that the amendment to Section 2, of 
Canon XXII., on which the Committee on Constitution and Canons 
had reported adversely, be adopted by this Convention. The vote 
being taken, same was declared lost. 


The Rev. W. Elmer called from the table the report of the Special 
Committee appointed on that portion of the Bishop’s Address relating 
to Diocesan Missions. 


On motion of Rev. Wm. Elmer, the first and second resolutions 
contained therein‘ were adopted, as follows: 

Resolved, 1. ‘‘That the Diocesan Mission Work be placed in the 
hands of a larger and more representative Board, and that the powers 
of the Board be enlarged so as to enable them to take advantage of 
special opportunities for Mission Work, and to provide means for the 
purchase of grounds, and the erection of mission buildings thereon, 
at points where, by reason of the movement of population, or the 
spiritual needs of the people, special opportunities are presented for 
evangelization and Church extension.’’ 

Resolved, 2. ‘‘That the immediate supervision of the work con- 
ducted under the management of the Board, be given to a Diocesan 
Missionary, or Archdeacon, whose sole duties shall be to visit and 
encourage Missions already established, to select new fields and test 
their fitness for sites of future Missions or Parishes, and to establish 
new Missions under the direction of the Board.’’ 


At the request of Rev. W. Elmer, on behalf of the committee, 
permission was granted by the house for the withdrawal of the third 
resolution. 


The Rev. J. Wilkinson presented and read the report of the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons on matters referred to said 
Committee, as follows: 


The Committee on Constitutions and Canons beg leave to report: 


That they have had under consideration the amendments proposed to Canon IX., 
and also the report of the Special Committee on Missions, and have met said com- 
mittee in conference, and they now offer the following resolution: 

Resolved, That Canon IX. be amended by the adoption of the following: 
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CANON IX. 


OF THE MISSIONARY BOARD OF THE DIOCHKSE. 


SECTION 1, At each Annual Convention, six clergymen and nine laymen shall 
be chosen by ballot, who with the Bishop and the Deans of Convoeations of the 
Diocese, shall form the Missionary Board of the Diocese. Said Board shall have the 
management of Missionary operations and the distribution of all funds raised for 
the support of Missionaries and for Mission purposes in the Diocese. 


Src. 2. Be amended by changing word ‘‘stipends”’ in third line, to ‘‘money,’’ so 
that the Section shall read: ‘‘The Bishop shall be ex-officio President of the Board, 
and shall have the sole power of appointing Missionaries in the Diocese, but no 
money shall be appropriated from the funds of the Board, except with the consent of 
the Board. During any vacancy in the Episcopate, or inability of the Bishop to act, 
the Board shall have power to appoint Missionaries.”’ 

Src. 3. As at present. 

The following shall be substituted for Section 4, to-wit: 

Suc. 4. **The Board shall have power to locate and organize Missions, to pur- 
chase ground and erect Mission buildings thereon, and to assist organized Missions 


in purchasing ground and erecting buildings thereon; provided, that the Board shall 
not incur any indebtedness for the foregoing purposes.”’ 


Srtc. 5. The Board shall have power to invite subscriptions and collect money 
for the purposes specified in the foregoing Sections. 


Sec. 6. The Bishop, with the consent of three-fourths of the Standing Com- 
mittee, shall have a veto upon the locating of a Mission, or the raising or expenditure 
of money, under the powers granted in the preceding Sections 4 and 5. 


Src. 7. The Bishop may appoint an Archdeacon with the approval of the Board, 
whose sole duties shall be to advance the cause of Missions, supervise Mission work 
and extend the Church in the Diocese, under the direction of the Bishop, and in 
carrying out the instructions of the Board. 


That the present Section 5 be numbered Section 8. 
That the present Section 6 be numbered Section 9. 
That the present Section 7 be numbered Section 10. 
That the present Section 8 be numbered Section 11. 


And further, that Section 1, of Canon VIII., be amended by inserting in line 
three, of the first sentence, after the word ‘six,’ the following: ‘Having first 
obtained the consent of the Board of Missions,” so that the sentence shall read: 

SECTION 1. Wherever, on account of fewness of numbers, or any other cause, it 
it is deemed inexpedient to proceed to the organization of a Parish, any number of 
persons, not less than six, having first obtained the consent of the Board of Missions, 
may associate themselves as a Mission. 


All of which is respectfully submitted.

ANNUAL ADDRESS 


OF THE 
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DerAarR BRETHREN OF THE DIOCESE: 


It is worth while to count milestones. They speak of a terminus a quo and 
of a terminus ad quem. They bespeak us to be travellers,—strangers and pil- 
- grims. For Missouri the a quo was the first start forward fifty-three years ago. 
The ad quem, we devoutly trust, is to be the goal of achievement reached, the 
crown of fidelity won, when at last the Church Militant becomes the Church 
Triumphant. As we pass on fellow-travellers fall by the way. They seem 
to step aside to stay and rest in the intermediate Church Expectant. And 
changes and chances assure us it will not be long ere our own feet shall be the 
ones to step aside from the militant march. 


Three Bishops within the year have died. Bishop Brooks, of Massachu- 
setts, was fifty-seven years old, and in the maturity of a glorious manhood. 
Whatever differences have been in the minds of American Churchmen touch- 
ing the correctness of his views theological or ecclesiastical, nowhere was there 
doubt or question as to the purity of his life, the earnestness of his work, 
the unselfishness of his aims, and the personal humility enveloping in a rare 
and sweet unconsciousness the charming graces and wonderful powers where- 
with God had endowed him. When made Bishop he started out to do, to his 
utmost, faithful duty. He seemed rejoicing as a giant to run his course. 
Usefulness in its deepest and widest aspect opened before him. But God, 
“Whose ways are not our ways, cut short his earthly walk on that path of use- 
fulness. Out from among his own people, who loved and valued him as few 
men ever get to be loved and valued, he soon stepped aside to his rest. As he 
went, his words to his faithful attendant were touching. ‘‘You may go now. 
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I shall not need you any more. I am going home.’”’ Ah, Christianity is not. 
all an institution; it is as well a divine temper and frame of mind, and a man’s 
heart may be in heaven long before he sets his feet upon the golden threshold. 


Bishop Kip, of California, had worn the mitre for near forty years, and 
died at the age of eighty-one. For three years and more he was a Missionary 
Bishop, and in 1857 was elected the Bishop of the Diocese. He went to Cali- 
fornia during the raging of the gold fever. He stayed there all the forty years 
at the post of faithful duty. In the early days, the pioneers of the Pacific 
Coast, in their vigorous development and rude ways, did not understand or 
prize his accomplished scholarship and refined culture. But his long life lived 
among them, of unsullied integrity and unshrinking fidelity, won their deep 
regard. wher the weakness of later years came to him, and failing of sight 
near to utter blindness, regard grew stronger and love sweetened it, and all 
Californians would have earnestly prayed the prayer that for him, at evening 
tide it may be light. 


Bishop Bissell, of Vermont, in June next, would have been Bishop for 
twenty-five years. A Vermonter born, he leaned by temperament toward 
the prudent and stable things of fixed New England life. In holiness and 
fidelity he was a prince in Israel; and with heroic intrepidity he persisted in 
doing duty in and for his Diocese during times of distressing bodily weakness 
that seized upon the latter years of his faithful life. 


One of our own Clergy has died during the year, the Rev. Wm. Johnson, of 
Rolla. He was eighty-one years old, and had been in Holy Orders fifty-eight 
years. Honest, sturdy, manly, faithful, unselfish, humble, firm, kind, true,— 
all these he was. He died in the harness. In all my life I have caren of 
no one who might more fitly say, a-dying, with St. Paul,—though he never 
would have claimed so for himself,—‘‘I have fought a good fight. I have 
finished my course. I have kept the faith.” 


The late Chancellor, Hon. John Wickham, I found filling that office when 
IT came to the Diocese. When the office was created by act of the Convention 
of 1873, he was elected the Chancellor, and remained on duty for near twenty 
years. He bore the interest of the Diocese upon his heart. Most kind and 
helpful always he was to me. I beg to lay the tribute of my grateful memory 
and affection upon his graye. i 


The historic associations of the Church in Pike County are disturbed by 
the removal by death of two of its prominent Churchmen. Mr. John E. Stone- 
breaker, of Prairieville, was for years an interested and valuable member of 
our Diocesan Conventions. While we were assembled together in the last 
Convention, he was suddenly killed at his home by the kick of a horse. Judge 
Minor, of Louisiana, Mo., was a lifelong Churchman, transplanted from Vir- 
ginia to Missouri, and the loss of him will be deeply felt in our Church circle. 


The women of the Diocese! Words cannot tell the warm gratitude in my 
heart for the good work they have done and are doing, bringing down God’s 
blessing on the Diocese, and promoting in best ways its spiritual growth. 
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But the recital of the diptychs shows that for them, too, many are the hands 
that have laid down the precious work and are folded in blessed rest. More 
than a year ago Mrs. Gerard B. Allen and Mrs. John W. Harrison died. 
And during this last year, in St. Louis, Mrs. R. J. Lackland, Mrs. Bofinger, Mrs. 
J.J. Mitchell, and Mrs. Travis, and in Cuba, Mrs. Green. Go to the Orphans’ 
Home and look at the waifs and strays there cared for; and to St. Luke’s 
Hospital and question the sick and suffering ones; and to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary and follow its boxes and gifts of money to the wildernesses of need 
and to the devoted Missionaries’ homes of love; and to the pastors whose hearts 
have been cheered and hands upheld in their holy works of charity and succor; 
and to the churches and aisles and altars where loving service has been ren- 
dered and generous appointments for beauty and for reverence have been pro- 
vided.—and ask them about these women. Hearts and voices shall speak 
forth, and the very stones cry out and the timber of the beams answer, that 
these were handmaidens of the Lord, devoted to His service, lamp-bearers 
of His light and love and help, and that earth is the poorer and men the sadder 
for their going away. The milestones yearly passed shall not lack just such 
records over again of gratefulness and brightness and sadness. ‘‘Be ye also 
ready ; for in such an hour as ye think not, the Son of man cometh.”’ 


At our last Convention one thing was done, or rather was left undone, 
that seems wrong, and I ask leave to address to you my frank criticism. On 
the second day of the Convention the Committee on Finance reported that 
$5,800.00 were needed to meet the necessary expenses of the Diocese for the 
ensuing year. This report was referred to the Committee on Assessments. 
The Committee on Assessments, on the third day, brought in their proposed 
list of assessments with the following preamble: ‘‘The Committee on Finance 
estimate that $5,800.00 will be required for the necessary expenses of the 
Diocese for the ensuing year. We have therefore made the following assess- 
ments, etc.’’ Then follows the list of assessments, the amount of which was 
$0,305.00. Two amendments were moved and carried, and the report as 
amended was adopted. The amendments, however, did not alter at all the 
footing of the assessments in sum. It would appear that the logic of the Com- 
mittee on Assessments was a bold non sequitur. They said, ‘‘The Diocese 
needs $5,800.00, therefore we assess for $5,355.00. A queer use this of the word 
therefore. Now I may be pardoned for pointing out consequences. Ere the 
time for the Session of the General Convention in Baltimore came, I was asked 
more than once by those concerned,—‘‘ Does the Diocese make any provision 
for the expenses of the delegates to the General Convention?’’ I unhesitat- 
ingly answered,—‘‘Certainly, seventy-five dollars to each.’’ The two General 
Conventions, of 1886 at Chicago, and 1889 at New York, had occurred since I 
came to Missouri. In the report of the Committee on Finance, in the Journal 
of the Diocesan Convention of 1886, I find among the items of necessary 
- expenses to be provided for,—‘‘ Expenses of delegates to Convention, one- 
half, $300.00;”’ and in the Journal of 1889 likewise,—‘‘ Expenses of the dele- 
gates to the General Convention, $600.00.’? Was I not justified in saying 
unhesitatingly ,—‘‘Certainly, seventy-five dollars to each?’’ But the incorrect 
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logic of the Committee on Assessments, unnoticed, or at least unchallenged, 
had left the $600.00 unprovided for. Subsequently,when the clerical delegates 
asked for their seventy-five dollars they discovered that there had been no 
appropriation, and that there was no money for them to receive. I was mor- 
tified at this outcome, and at the apparently deceiving part I had taken in it. 
I may be permitted to say that it does not seem to be the honorable thing in a 
Diocese to order men to go to represent it at the General Convention at their 
own charges; nor the fair thing to ask of Clergymen who, ninety-nine out of 
a hundred of them, must take great pains and care in their outgoes to keep 
manfully honest and sturdily independent, that they shall use their limited 
means this way. If this seeming wrong of the past year can be righted, I 
shall be glad. If such plain wrong in the future be averted, I shall be greatly 
relieved. I trust you may think it wise and right to consider this matter in 
the present Convention. 


I know well where the trouble lies. I do not need to be intimate with 
experienced assessors, or to serve on civil boards of general equalization of 
taxes, to understand it, and to recognize that it is a trouble wide as human 
nature and deep as human feeling. To pay taxes is a duty that no one.takes 
to con amore. Yet without paying of taxes, no argument is needed to convince 
that the functions of protecting government and the blessings of sustained 
civilization could not be. Nine-tenths of the deep and persistent perplexities 
of the State lie in the question of the incidence and collection of taxes. In 
wide regions of conduct the State and Church deal with one and the same 
human nature. Therefore, we may well conclude that deep and persistent per- 
plexities of Diocesan Conventions do largely centre about the table where the 
excellent Committee on Assessments congregate. I plead with men and 
women to stop and think. I plead with vestries and congregations to stop and 
think, that, without assessments made and taxes paid, the Iiocese cannot go on. 
When, therefore, the experienced Committee on Assessments, of just and fair 
men, after hearing your statements and wishes, have made their report, and 
after that report, whether amended or unamended, has been adopted on the 
floor by the representatives gathered from all your Parishes, I further plead 
with you, go home and pitch out selfishness from hearts that are too cold, and 
fling away burnings of resentment from hearts that are too warm, and bring 
in good sense and reason and loyalty and love, and say,—‘‘We can only reach 
approximations to absolute right in these things anyway. Let us arise and 
go right on to do duty and to give squarely what we are asked.”’ 


Now, spite of this criticism which I have been constrained to make, I am 
proud of the Diocese of Missouri for one thing, and that too an important 
thing. I mean for the way in which the Parishes and Missions do really and 
honorably meet and pay the amounts assessed. I ask you to note that in 
1891 not even one, either Parish or Mission, was delinquent. In 1892 only 
two, and they have since paid. And this year, as I am informed by the 
Treasurer, only eight, and these, it is hoped, will pay during this Convention. 
I submit there is good reason to be proud of such a record. 
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I venture to call attention to one other unsatisfactory matter. Laws 
should be obeyed. Canons are laws. Canon XX. of the Diocese is ‘‘Of Special 
Collections.’’ Four kinds of such Special Collections shall be made annually 
in every Church, the Canon says. That means, I take it, in every Parish and 
Mission. One kind is for Diocesan Missions. Supposing that our annual 
pledges at the Convention are a compliance thus far with the commands of 
the Canon, three Special Collections are still left. For the Permanent Fund 
for thé Support of the Episcopate, for the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, and 
for the Theological Education Fund. In the Diocese are fifty-four Parishes 
and Missions. Of these only seven, according to the report in the last year’s 
Journal, contributed to the Permanent Fund for the Support of the Episco- 
pate. From nine, for reason of lack of pastoral care, it is hardly reasonable 
to have expected contributions. There are left thirty-eight Congregations of 
the Diocese who disobey their own framed law and do not make the special 
collection commanded. Is this honorable or right? Let alone the thought 
that if and as this Permanent Fund is increased, the taxes by assessment upon 
the Parishes and Missions might be decreased. For the Aged and Infirm 


- Clergy Fund and the Theological Education Fund, I am glad to say, twenty- 


five Parishes and Missions contributed to each. But even then twenty are 
left which did not contribute. These things ought not soto be. Permit me 
to beg of my brethren of the Clergy that they will see to it that these things 
do not so be. On the 2nd Sunday in Lent or thereabouts, and on Christmas 
Day or thereabouts, and the 3rd Sunday in Advent or thereabouts, will you 
not take pains that the law be obeyed and these three collections be made? 
The amount given by collections this last year for Theological Education 
was only $317.14. The amount of expenses has been $861.50. Three indi- 
viduals have generously given $325.00, and ac¢rued interest on the invested 
fund has added a little. The balance was furnished by the ‘‘Bishop’s Purse.” 
There are in the Diocese eleven Candidates and Postulants studying for the 
ministry. Six of them must be helped in the prosecution of their studies. 
These look to the Bishop for the help. The Bishop looks to you of the Clergy 
and the people for help. 


In these outcries for help in the department of the Commissary of Sub- 
sistence, the ‘‘Bishop’s Purse”’ is of invaluable service. This year the sum of 
$4,253.48 has been poured into it. The outpouring has kept in steady step with 
the inpour. The outpour, I beg you to believe me, is most beneficent. For 
its fine quality as lubricating oil in the incessant working of the Diocesan 
machinery, the chief engineer most heartily and gratefully vouches. 


My heart rejoices in being able to bear good witness for the Diocese in 
the matter of giving for Missions. Looking through the acknowledgments in 
the Spirit of Missions in the numbers from May, 1892, to April, 1893, inclusive, 
I find only these four Churches failing tu contribute to General Missions,— 
Afton, Shelbina, Thayer, and St. Paul’s, St. Louis; and only one of these, 
St. Paul’s, St. Louis, may arouse any surprise over its remissness. This is an 
exceeding good tale to be told. Yet I remark, it would be still better if the 
Parishes and Missions did not leave the Sunday Schools to do all the giving. | 
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I find that, outside of Sunday School gifts, only twenty-five Parishes gave and. 
twenty-nine did not give. I am very sorry not to have every congregation 
give one offering to Domestic Missions, best given in the Advent season, and 
one offering to Foreign Missions, best given in the Epiphany season, every 
year. But the children have done nobly. Their Lenten offerings for General 
Missions this year were $1,346.18; and every Sunday School in St. Louis, and 
every one out of St. Louis except three, contributed. As I view it, this is a 
glorious record. > 


For Diocesan Missions I have been anxious and afraid. The Board could 
not see its way in wisdom or kindness to reduce our appropriations below 
$4,550.00. Yet, a year ago, only $3,580.00 were pledged. What were we to do? 
The Board after much consideration resolved that it could get along upon a 
surplus of $1,500.00. That much is needed, we are clearly convinced, in 
order to keep up the honorable habit which Missouri has always practiced, of 
paying quarterly stipends to the Missionaries promptly and in full the very 
day they are due. Fortunately the surplus by the last report was $2,500.00. 
Therefore we felt at liberty to use $1,000.00 of it for the needs of this year. 
And, to our relief, some Parishes which did not see their way to pledge have 
sent us help. So we have pulled through. But I ask to nake two remarks. 
1. The reserve of $1,500.00 must be kept intact. Let there be no shaking or 
breaking of this decision by influences begotten of seeing what the big Treas - 
ury at Washington does with what was supposed to be a sacred and inviolable 
reserve. It is of the utmost importance that Missionaries be paid promptly 
and fully their dues. This cannot be practically done without this surplus of 
$1,500.00 reserved. 2. For next year I do not see how we can well get on with 
less than $4,300.00 pledged. The laymen in the Chapter of Christ Church 
Cathedral decline any longer to yield obedience to the Bishop’s suggestion 
that, as the Cathedral has a vast deal of missionary work to do, so it should 
have an appropriation from the Missionary Board towards the support of one 
of its assistants. They refuse to receive any longer the $250.00 per year voted. 
by the Board. This amount can therefore be subtracted from $4,550.00. But. 
if the Parishes and Missions are not able or willing to pledge to the Board 
$4,300.00 for this year, there seems to be nothing before the Board, so far as I 
can see, but a sad cutting down of stipends almost all along the line, when the 
new appropriations are made on September Ist. 


The Missionary Board may be said to be charged with the supervision 
and promotion of three kinds of activity. 


IJ. Church Sustentation. An old Parish with its well-built Church, but 
in a locality out of which vigorous supporters have removed or died, needs 
help, and not seldom ought to have it. Such a case is that of St. John’s, 
Prairieville. 


Il. Church Extension. Ventures of faith for the Church need to be 
guided and nourished in hopes of their becoming future Parishes. Such cases 
are Grace, Crystal City, and Shrewsbury, and the Mission just started at 
Salem. And such cases Epiphany, St. Louis, and St. Chrysostonis, St. Louis,

are fitted to be, though now these two are kindly cared for by Rev. Mr. Wil- 


-kinson and the Rev. Mr. Bardens, respectively. I venture to say, any one 


thoughtfully studying the map of St. Louis, and noticing how extension of 
homes and business is pushing specially to the West and the North, will be 
convinced that right here in this city, and right now at this time, are won- 
derful opportunities for us to push the work of Church Extension. From such 
work pushed would result, among other blessings, the birth and growth of 
future living Parishes which in turn would lend their help unto more pushing. 


III. Missionary work, in the strict sense, or the spiritual care and 
shepherding of needy and neglected souls unable of themselves to secure or 
pay for such care. In such aclass is the work in North St. Louis under the 
Rev. Dr. Ingraham and his assistant. But the marked case of this kind is 
St. Stephen’s, St. Louis. Indeed pure missionary work St. Stephen’s is. It 
is missionary effort and activity among a people who are never to be a self- 
supporting Parish. They are a people poor, wretched, neglected, bereft of 
Spiritual pastorship by the moving away of the Churches of the city westward: 
Alas! not seldom they are wilful, sinful, and godless. But they are Christ’s 
little ones in a sense which we as His disciples should readily recognize. 
Surely we of the Diocese owe them care and kindness and succor and, under 
Christ, salvation. I donot mean that they are not to be taught to do and give 
and work for and of themselves. I am glad to note that the Rev. Mr. Tucker- 
man already gathers hundreds of dollars from them for Missions and for their 
assessment. But I do mean that they must be helped, and largely helped, by 
their more able brethren. And I firmly believe that such help will be twice 
blessed, even as it is more blessed to give than receive. I am praying ear- 
nestly that the work of St. Stephen’s, for St. Stephen’s sake, for St. Louis’ sake, 
for the Diocese’s sake, for the Bishop’s sake, for Christ’s sake, may be sus- 
tained. If it is not sustained I cannot see other than brethren stricken and 
wounded while we in heartless neglect coldly pass by on the other side; I 
cannot. feel other than a shudder of dreaa for us well-fed ones and our solemn 
services of beautiful appointment, lest the dry rot of selfishness eat into the 
core, and the blessing of the Lord withheld shrivel us up. The Missionary 
Board hopes to be able ere long to submit plans and secure funds for the suit- 
able housing of the beneficent work of St. Stephen’s. 


In the last General Convention the Missionary Canon was amended in its 
fourth Article, concerning the Missionary Council, so as to provide that, in 
addition to the members of the Missionary Council selected by the General 
Convention, each Diocese in its Convention may also choose one clergyman 
and one layman additional. The members of this Diocese selected by the 
General Convention are Rev. P. G. Robert, Rev. 8S. H. Green, and Mr. J. N. 
Bofinger. At this Convention two additional members, one clergyman and 
one layman should be chosen. The next meeting of the Missionary Council, 
which comprises all of the Bishops, all of the Board of Managers, and such 
clergymen and laymen as are selected and chosen as above stated, is to be 
held in San Francisco, in October next. 


At the last General Convention a Canon was enacted, ‘‘Of the Distribu- 
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tion of the Book of Common Prayer,’’ establishing a Society and its Board 
of Trustees for promotion of this object of distribution. The Trustees, con- 
sisting of five bishops, five presbyters and five laymen, met in January last 
and adopted a Constitution for the government of the Society. One Article of 
the Constitution is upon ‘‘Methods.’’ One method is ‘‘to encourage the forma- 
tion of an Auxiliary Prayer Book Society in each Diocese.’’ I shall be happy 
to submit to the Convention a copy of the Constitution of the Society together 
with a letter from the Secretary of the Board of Trustees to the end that the 
feasibility and wisdom of the creation of a Diocesan Auxiliary Society may be 
considered. 


Churchmen everywhere, I dare avouch, are glad and grateful that the revis- 
ion of the Book of Common Prayer is a fact accomplished, an act consummated. 
They are grateful for the improvements which the revision has supplied. 
They are glad that the work is comp:eted and the days of fluxing and chang- 
ing are entirely over. Shall we not, dear brethren of the Clergy,—I specially 
appeal to you, in whose hands largely this matter rests,—shall we not, now that 
the revised Prayer Book has been furnished to us, take pains to be on the one 
hand strong and cheerful in availing ourselves of the liberty accorded us, and 
on the other hand steadfastly and unflinchingly loyal in the obedience which 
is expected of us? In this field of obedience I would emphasize earnestly my 
appeal. Ours is an age that needs lessons in obedience. Ours is a country 
on which manifest blessings will light and nestle from practiced obedience. 
Ours is a church that breathes her sweetest breath and imparts her strongest 
life through obedience. Therefore, in our use of the Prayer Book I am sure 
we can do the country most good and our own souls most good by obedience. 
What the rubrics direct let us obey. What lines of guidance they lay down 
let us give exact heed to. Nor play fast and loose as we like with kinds of 
services or orders of services or lengths and shortenings of services. What 
the rubric does not shorten let us not shorten. The hearty and strict and 
cheerful obedience to the rubrics will be worth a deal more in the long run 
than any fancied gain we seem to get by disobedience. Let us avail ourselves 
of the liberty accorded in the words, ‘‘The Order for Morning Prayer, the 
Litany, and the Order for the Administration of the Lord’s Supper or Holy ~ 
Communion are distinct Services, and may be used either separately or 
together; provided that no one oi these Services be habitually disused.’”’ So 
we can secure all the shortening of services that is needful or wise. Avail 
ourselves also, we may, of the provisions ;—‘‘For days of Fasting and Thanks- 
giving, appointed by the Civil or by the Ecclesiastical Authority, and for other 
special occasions for which no Service or Prayer hath been provided in this 
Book, the Bishop may set forth such Form or Forms as he shall think fit, in 
which case no other shall be used;’’ and, ‘‘On Days of Fasting and Thanks- 
giving, especially appointed, and on occasion of Ecclesiastical Conventions 
and of Charitable Collections, the Minister may appoint such Lessons as he 
shall think fit in his discretion.’’ So, the Bishop’s setting forth and approval 
being taken for granted, Missionary meetings and business men’s Lenten 
gatherings and other special meetings of such sort may be rightfully supplied 
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by various prayers and readings taken from the Book. But at other times 
and significantly upon the Lord’s Day let there be no playing fast and loose. 
No omitting of the ‘‘Dearly beloved brethren”’ in Morning Prayer on Sun- 
day, except as the rubric provides when the Holy Communion follows. No 
omitting of the Confession and Absolution at Evening Prayer on the Lord’s 
Day. No omitting of one of the two Lessons, save on the special occasions 
heretofore specified. No putting in and cutting out and patching up in ways 
that we think nice, but that the plain rubic makes not right. If thus earnest 
and careful obedience be ours, we shall reap reward in consciences unhurt, in 
congregations trained in the ways and habits of good order, in loyalty strength- 
ened and reverence deepened and faith fortified. For it is not unreasonable 
to claim that the collective wisdom of the Church knows a vast deal more 
about what is best and wisest and most edifying in the conduct of public wor- 
ship than any of us individuals,—one-sided and short-sighted as we must be,— 
possibly can know. And the dear Prayer Book is worthy of steadfast loyalty 
and discriminating love. It is a precious guide. Itisa holy teacher. Itis 
an ancient witness tothe truth. It is a strong anchor ofthe truth. It is a pre- 
cious light giver. Itisakind monitor. It isa blessed helper of our infirmi- 
ties when we know not how to pray as we ought. And its prayers and songs 
are our spiritual breath and health in these passing days of our pilgrimage. 


May I linger to urge upon my brethren of the Clergy to exercise the large 
and loving spirit of the Prayer Book. When called upon to bury the dead, 
do not ever refuse. A dead human body belongs to the class of sacred things. 
And this, spite of what of fault and sin may have stained the living individual 
of united soul and body. God has laid hands on him and taken him quite 
away from our ken and our influence. The mere body left behind, as though 
touched and stilled by God’s arrest, is, let me plead, in some sort a sacred 
thing. Donot in any case refuse to give it burial. In some instances specified 
in the rubric you may not use the authorized office for the Burial of the Dead. 
Then read some Scripture verses and use a prayer you may choose and say a 
holy hymn. You are a sacred person. The poor lifeless body is a sacred 
thing. Turn not away. Give it reverent burial, if asked. And your Pastor’s 
loving hold upon the hearts of the living shall be strengthened much by your 
willing, merciful, tender, personal care of the bodies of the dead in their state 
of sacred awfulness visited upon them by God Himself. 


There are seemingly nine vacancies of Pastorships withus. Afton, DeSoto, 
Hannibal, St. Charles, St. Paul’s (St. Louis), St. James’ (St. Louis), Kirksville, 
LaPlata, and Thayer. Seemingly, I say. For De Soto and Hannibal are 
actively calling Rectors; and St. Charles, and St. James’ (St. Louis), are under 
the charge of lay readers who are excellent care-takers. On the other hand, 
notes of progress in the Diocese are not wanting. Three Deacons have been 
ordered Priests and, staying with us, are doing good and faithful work. One 
Candidate has been ordered Deacon, Three corner-stones have been laid. 
Of the new Church of the Redeemer, St. Louis, and the Congregation is now 
worshipping therein. Of St. Peter’s new Church, St. Louis, in which the Con- 
gregation is to breathe easier unto healthy expansion than they could in their 
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former cribbed, cabined, and confined locality. Of the Schuyler Memorial 
House, St. Louis, which is to be the tool-shop and work-house of the Cathedral in 
the important Missionary activities that crowd upon her attention, and also the 
lasting memorial of a loved and honored brother, whom, thank God, we have 
yet with us, and whose rounded course of a blameless and beneficent life of 
fifty years in the holy ministry gave birth to this useful structure. The Con- 
firmations have been 448, seventeen more than last year. The Missionary 
Host, the auxiliary regiment of the children of most blessed value, has been 
steadily drilling and charging and storing up throughout the year, and 1s 
ready to unmask and discharge its batteries in Exposition Hall next Sunday 
afternoon. The Woman’s Auxiliary, learning in its ‘‘Missions Class,’’ and 
working and giving and growing in Missionary activities, is an element of life 
and health and strength to the Diocese, of which I can not speak too highly or 
gratefully. Its contributions this year have amounted in sum to $7,195.97. And 
particularly I would make mention of its help to me in its support of work at 
Shrewsbury, for which it gave $150.00, and at All Saints’, St. Louis, where 
once more it has lifted one thousand dollars of debt from our colored brethren ; 
having, since they began, reduced the $9,000.00 to the present $6,000.00. It 
is said that now the appreciating value of the All Saints’ property should be 
left to pay the rest of the debt. Well, I shall be glad if it may doso. But 
it is evident that the property can not be wisely sold nor the Church removed 
in haste or under pressure. Meantime the Congregation and the Bishop, each 
one-half, must meet and pay the semi-annual interest. Therefore Il hope that 
the Woman’s Auxiliary will not cease its efforts at reducing this debt, since 
they have so signaily succeeded already in paying $3,000.00. 


The Sisters of the Sisterhood of the Good Shepherd are, I understand, for 
reasons obvious to dwellers of St. Louis, about to change the name of their 
School. They will callit ‘‘The Bishop Robertson Hall.’’ I visit the School. 
I have inspected the rooms and the teaching conducted in them. Asan old 
teacher of some experience, I may claim that such inspection was not super- 
ficial. And I am sure that honest, accurate, and thorough teaching and 
training of girls are given there. I know whereof I speak when I affirm 
that the instruction in mathematics, in the study of Civil Government and 
the Constitution of the United States, in history and spelling and Latin, is 
excellent. Several of the teachers have perfected themselves in public schools 
and normal schools in order to be competent to give effective mental drill. I 
venture to say to parents anywhere, that their daughters will get in Bishop 
Robertson Hall a sound and round education. To those in the country who 
wish to send their daughters to a boarding school, I add, that for healthfulness 
of locality in the beautiful grounds where the School is situated, for whole- 
someness of training and instruction, and for loving and faithful care given in 
every way to the girls, they will find this School of the Sisters everything 
that they desire. The debt of $30,000.00 hangs heavy upon the Sisters. They 
have been filled with doubt and dread about meeting the $1,800.00 of annual 
interest. I am very glad and warmly grateful to be able to say that eighteen 
generous persons are forming a syndicate for giving each $100.00 per year for a 
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year or two to remove this dread. The Sisters have already been informed 
that they may dismiss all thought and care of that interest money for a year 
or two. 


The men of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew are very dear to me. They 
are a centre of unity, a bond of strength, a source of enthusiasm, a depot of 
supply for help, and a trolley-line of distribution of the supply, a power for 
awakening good in young men’s hearts and a power for conserving it awak- 
ened. I love and thank them all. 


And let not my word of commendation be wanting of the ‘‘Woman’s 
Friendly,” and ‘‘Girl’s Friendly,” and of the good work these excellent Soci- 
eties are doing. 


Two institutions of the Diocese go quietly and steadily on in their paths 
of active beneficence, following the footsteps of the Blessed Master in their 
kind and way of doing good. 


In the Orphans’ Home are sixty-seven little ones entirely cared for under 
the Holy Spirit, in body, mind and soul, by the faithful women who are the 
managers of this valuable institution. ‘ 


St. Luke’s Hospital goes hopefully on its way, and it is the way of the 
practical, helpful Samaritan. Its successful Training School for Nurses is an 
admirable addition to its working equipment. It is said every now and then, 
“St. Luke’s Hospital is rich; it must be, and it must get a deal of money out 
of the high charges it makes for its rooms. Why should we be called on to 
help it?”’ I answer,—St. Luke’s Hospital is rich only in its good works. 
Looking at the Treasurer’s Report, I find its expenses last year were about 
$25,000.00. From pay patients and miscellaneous sources connected there- 
with the income was about $13,800.00. From legacies $1,400.00. Interest 
on endowments, $3,000.00. Annual subscribers, $1,400.00. Donations, $1,600. 
From Parishes of the Diocese $800.00. Total, about $22,000.00; or $3,000.00 
less than the expenses. Does this look as if St. Luke’s were making money 
out of keeping a boarding house for the sick? The truth is, St. Luke’s is a 
benevolent institution. Even over and above the eighty-eight cases of free 
patients whom it sheltered last year, it is a benevolent institution. Benevo- 
lent in doing good in the line wherein the Savior did good. Benevolent in 
helping medical science as well as being helped by medical science. Benevo- 
lent in giving homes to the homeless and relieving awful suffering, even 
though something, half pay or more, goes into its coffers for the relief. 
Benevolent, because subscribers and givers and Church congregations year 
by year are called upon to supply by direct gifts or endowment, near half of 
its necessary expenses. If ever it be said to any of you, that St. Luke’s does 
no charity work and gets rich by high charges, please take a report of the 
Hospital and show how wide of the mark he or she is in making such rash 
and unkind statements. 


In enumerating good works, I add that the Parish of the Holy Communion 
sustains a Church House for those needing its care and protection; and Sister 
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Eliza, at the Church Mission House, 1531 Washington Ave.. has been an angel 
of mercy and helpfulness to the poor souls of that neighborhood. I ask 
leave once more to commend to your favorable consideration the Clergy- 
men’s Retiring Fund Society. To me it seems to present the best practical 
method for providing a pension foraged Clergymen. Two ladies of the Diocese, 
I am grateful to say, continue to pay the dues of one dollar per month each, 
for two of our Clergymen. 


The Rev. Dr. Holcombe, the Financial Secretary, is to be with us in this 
Convention, and I shall be pleased if an opportunity is afforded him to speak 
of what I esteem the good work and the wise aims of the Society. 


Dear brethren all, working, giving, serving, convention-attending, 
report-rendering, canon-making, are worth little indeed, save as indications 
of love in the heart and faith in the soul. God help us to dig to the deep things 
and cultivate them. God keep us from counting up the surface things as of 
chief value. With few of us, I take it, is daily life an easy going experience. 
It wears and wearies. It thwarts and hardens. It darkens and stifles. It 
corrupts and deadens. But sweet and strong sources of counteraction there 
are, or there may be, if we will. They are,—filial love of God for all His 
goodness, grateful love of the Blessed Master for all His mercy, and 
forbearing, allowance-making love of each other for that we are brethren and 
children and fellow-heirs of the Home which, poor sinners though we are, 
we hope, through Christ, after these milestones are passed, to get to together 
and to bide in forever.

The Board of Trustees of the Parochial Trust Fund would respectfully report 
that on 

September 717, 1892—Authority was given for the execution of a deed of trust 
to secure part payment for Church property purchased by St. Matthew’s, Clifton 
Heights, St. Louis, when the title to this property should be conveyed to the 
Parochial Trust Fund. The deed of trust being to secure the payment of a principal 
note of $900 and six interest notes payable semi-annually at the rate of seven per cent 
per annum. 

May 22, 1893—A quit-claim deed was received from Daniel 8. Tuttle, Bishop 
of Missouri, and Simeon Downing, Trustees, for Lot No. 6, in Block No. 32, in the 
City of Shelbina, Shelby County, Mo., for the use and benefit of Emmanuel Church, 
Shelbina.

Your Committee would call attention to the item of interest paid by the Diocesan 
Treasurer on temporary loans.

The following Missions are reported vacant: Afton, De Soto, Kirksville, 
La Plata, St. Charles, St. James’ (St. Louis), and Thayer. 

The death of Rev. William Johnson, of Rolla, on Novenber 12th, 1892, has removed 
from the list of Missionaries, a venerable and faithful servant of God, who had 
labored as a minister in his Master’s vineyard, with love and devotion for fifty-eight 
years. 

At its meeting on April 1st, 1893, the Board resolved to make all endeavors 
possible to raise the necessary funds with which to erect suitable buildings for St. 
Stephen’s Mission, St. Louis. Efforts in other directions for this purpose had failed. 
The time had come when the noble work being done in the Mission had either to 
remain at a standstill, or go backwards. The inadequate facilities for carrying on 
the work, had so greatly hampered the faithful workers, as to bring discouragement 
upon them. Something had to be done, and the resolution of the Board shows that it 
is trying to doit. To succeed, it requires the co-operation of this Convention and the 
Parishes of the Diocese. Are you willing to help it? 

The receipts last year were over $600 less than the previous year. 

The encroachment upon the reserve fund, or surplus in the Treasury, has been the 
source of much anxiety to the Board. It has been this fund that has enabled the 
Board to meet the payments for the summer quarter, when the receipts on the 
pledges are very small. We must have such a surplus, or the danger of making a 
default in the payment of stipend is great. 

To lessen the stipends now being.paid would work great hardships and seriously 
retard Missionary operations. To be satisfied to remain as we are is not Christian 
ambition. Church Extension is what is needed; $4,350.00 is the minimum sum 
needed for the ensuing year. The Parishes are able, are they willing to give it? Pledge 
them to do it, and the love of Christ will constrain them to fulfill the pledge.

APPENDIX NO. 11. 


Report of Diocesan Missionary. 


Sr. Louis, May 1, 1893. 
To the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Missouri. 

Rr. REV. AND DEAR SiR :—During the past year, under your direction, I have 
had four classes of duty: 1. Missionary work in the Diocese; 2. Official correspond- 
ence of the Bishop, and writing up the records of the Diocese; 3. Editorial care of 
the Church News; 4. The charge of St. Augustine’s and St. Matthew’s Missions. By 
-appointment of the Bishop, I_have given one Sunday a month to the visitation of 
vacant Parishes and Missions. I have held thirty services in fifteen different Parishes 
and Missions. On these visits I administer the Holy Communion, catechise the 
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Sunday-school, usually hold a conference with the Vestry or Committee as to the 
needs of the Parish or Mission, and visit as many of the Church families as possible. 

However the two missions in my charge may be considered purely Diocesan Mis- 
sionary work. The present tendency of population to suburban residence is steadily 
filling up these regions, and it is easy to see that foundations laid and centers 
established at the present time, will, in the natural course of things, grow into self- 
supporting Parishes. If left to the future, it would be much more difficult for the 
Church to get the same hold upon the community, and, in the meantime, many chil- 
dren of the Church would be likely to wander to other folds. 

The care of the subscription department of the Church News involves a great deal 
of time and labor, beside being a wholesome discipline of patience. The establish- 
ment of a Diocesan paper by the Diocese of West Missouri, has caused the withdrawal 
of our subscribers in that Diocese, and rendered it necessary for us to reduce our 
expenses. This has been done by a change in our publishers, and we have made a 
contract for the publication of the paper under much more favorable terms than 
formerly. It is well understood that a Diocesan paper does not fulfill its purpose 
unless it is in the hands of every Church family in the Diocese. Until some permanent 
provision is made to this end, the paper has to be conducted on strictly business 
principles, and is sent only to actual paying subscribers. This enforces our frequent 
appeal to the Clergy and Laity that they will give to the paper its proportionate share 
of interest, and assist with some definite and systematic efforts to bring it into every 
home in the Diocese. f 


APPENDIX NO. 12. 


Report of Committee on Assessments. 


The Committee on Assessments beg leave to make the following report: 


The Committee on Finance |estimate that $6,000.00 will be required for the 
necessary expenses of the Diocese for the ensuing year. Their report has been 
amended by the Convention increasing the amount $300.00, making the total amount 
required, $6,300.00. 

Canon XIX., Section 4, requires the Committee to determine the mode and basis of 
assessment each year, and to report same to the Convention. 

The Committee have no special basis on which they make the assessments, but try 
to divide the amount equitably among the several Parishes and Missions, as in their 
judgment they think they can pay. This assessment is an increase of $640.00 over 
that of last year, and is all the Committee, in their judgment, think the Parishes can 
stand, and being, as amended, as follows:

Report of the Chaplain of St. Luke's Hospital. 


It is always a pleasure to begin a report of any praiseworthy enterprise with the 
announcement of cheering progress for the past year. In my last report I told of the 
pledges that had been made for the liquidation of the debt upon the building. Of 
those pledges, $5,300 have been redeemed and it is hoped that in the course of the 
present year the larger proportion of what remains will be paid, and thus the hospital 
be relieved of the drain of $900 annual interest upon its resources. 

One of the noble women of the Cathedral has given $5,000 to endow a bed, and 
pledges an additional sum to set apart and furnish a room and keep it in order for 
all coming time. 

The room has been named “in memoriam,” “The Mary L. Tyler” Room.

A word of counsel on this showing—Is it not rather a poor showing, that from the 
whole Diocese only the meager sum of less than $2,500 has been contributed to a 
charity that appeals to the wants of suffering humanity, and when, 100, as we know, 
it was the loving task of our Divine Master, while upon earth, to go about healing the 
sick ? 

As to donations outside of the regular subscribers, and the offering on Hospital 
Sunday, we have $250 contributed by Churchmen as compared with $950 by Non- 
Churchmen. 

It is true, it may be said, that the members of the several Parishes are represented 
on the list of annual subscribers, and in the gifts of Hospital Sunday; but notwithstand- 
ing all this, it would seemjthat in the special appeals to which these gifts are a. 
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response, there should be larger and more generous donations from individual Church- 
men, when they know the good name of the Church is at stake, and that the ability of 
the Hospital to do strictly unpaid work, depends entirely upon the amount con- 
tributed. 

We feel no delicacy in asking outsiders, when, as this year’s report states, 
that out of 525 entered as having received free treatment for the past twelve months, 
only 105, or just one-fifth part of the number, were, or made any claim to be members 
of our Communion. There were 82 Roman Catholics, 61 Presbyterians, 59 Methodists, 
30 Baptists, etc., including 108 of no religious faith. Even the Hon. Robert Ingersoll 
might contribute in this case without any violence to his conscience, Humanitarians 
and socialists of every shade might join hands in helping forward a work which, like 
the Orphan’s Home, appeals to the kindest feelings of our nation. 

Mrs. Mary Chambers continues, and we hope may be long spared, to discharge the 
duties of the office of Superintendent, for which she is so admirably fitted. An ad- 
ditional responsibility has been laid upon ‘her in connection with the School for 
Trained Nurses, which, for the past three and a half years, has been incorporated with 
the Hospital as apart ofits work. 

On the 3d of May the graduating exercises for the Trained Nurses in the Hos- 
pital, were held in St. Luke’s Memorial Chapel. Three yonng women received their 
diplomas. ‘here have been fifteen under training in the Hospital for the past year. 
This is a new feature connected with the work of the Hospital and one of very great 
importance in extending its influence and ministering to the comfort and care of the 
sick. These young women go as qualified nurses to other Hospitals, or to private 
families, to render skilled and effective service, where, no matter what affection 
might prompt, the sick could not be watched over and eared for as they ought to be. 
The physician may well congratulate himself that he has such helpers in his practice. 

Let me speak a word in behalf of these noble, self-sacrificing women. The mem- 
bers of the family to whom they are called, soon learn to rely upon their watchfulness 
and skill, and the danger is that for this reason they will become exacting in their 
demands, and forget that there is alimit of endurance even to these young women, and 
thus thoughtlessly expect them to deny themselves of sleep and fresh air, which to 
them is a necessity in watching at the bedside. Care must be taken that the nurse is 
relieved and generously provided for, would the friends of the sick consult the in- 
terests of the patient, as well as act justly and manifest sympathy toward those who 
richly deserve it.

The Rev. Messrs. Davis and Higson have assisted in these services, the Rev. Mr. 
Davis also acting as Chaplain of St. Barnabas Guild for Trained Nurses. 

The receipts from the offertory in the Chapel have been devoted to its current 
expenses, such as warming and cleaning the Church and providing the Bread and 
Wine for the Holy Communion. It has never been in any way a charge upon the 
income of the Hospital, nor have those officiating received any pecuniary remunera- 
tion. Now, that the Hospital is relieved from debt, the question may well press upon 
the consideration of the Board and of the friends of the institution, whether the time 
has not come for a Resident Chaplain. It is impossible for those who are pressed 
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with Parochial duties, to give that care to the sick which a professedly Christian 
institution is bound to provide. 

Daily morning and evening prayer ought to be said in some room of the Hospital, 
when the nurses, whose time would allow, and such of the patients as are able and 
willing, could gather as a family for worship. 

And there are emergencies, where the Physician of the Soul as well as the body 
ought to be at hand with the blessed ministrations of the Church. There is, too, a 
hallowed influence attendant upon the presence of a devout and loving Priest which 
ought to be recognized and felt in every institution under the Church’s care, especially, 
when, like her Master, she is ministering to the sick. This need has often been alluded 
to in the annual report of the President of the Board, as well as of the Chaplain, 
and he does not hesitate now to say that no more fitting gift could be made to the 
Hospital, than that of a sufficient sum to provide in all coming time for the salary of 
a Chaplain who should be a resident in the house. 

I can not close this report, without an allusion to the great loss the Chapel has 
sustained, in the removal by death of her who had succeded Sister Hliza in the care of 
the Altar. The simplicity and purity of her character, her unwearied devotion to 
duty, her self-forgetfulness and her bright and cheery face were a constant benediction 
to both Priests and people who habitually attended upon those loved and peaceful 
celebrations. There are many cherished associations connected with this little 
Memorial Chapel, and not the least of them will be that of the memory of her who 
now rests in the Paradise of God.

Report of Gommittee on Constitution and Canons. 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons have had under consideration the 
amendments to Canons XX. and XXIL., as proposed in the Convention of 1892, as 
follows: 

Resolved, That Section 1 of Canon XX., paragraph second, be amended by 
inserting before the word “Fund,” in the first line thereof, the word ‘‘Permanent,”’ 
so that said paragraph shall read: 

Second. ‘For the increase of the Permanent Fund for the relief of Clergymen 
disabled by age or disease, and of the widows and orphans of deceased Clergymen, 
which shall be made on Christmas day, or the Sunday nearest thereto.”’ 

Resolved, That Section 1 of Canon XXII., be amended by inserting before the 
word “Fund” in the second line thereof, the word ‘‘Permanent,” so that said Section 
shall read: 

‘‘SmCTION 1. All money or other property now ield or hereafter acquired for the 
Permanent Fund, for the relief of Clergymen disabled by age or disease, and of the 
widows and orphans of Clergymen, shall be entrusted to a Board of Trustees, com- 
posed of the Bishop and Treasurer of the Diocese, and of one Clergyman, and two. 
Lay Communicants of the Diocese.” 


And respectfully beg leave to report; that in their judgment the adoption of said 
amendments, as proposed, would not secure the end sought by the mover in limiting 
the discretion of the Trustees as now conferred upon them by Section 2, Canon XXII., 
and subject to the approval of the Convention. 

The Committee therefore ask to be discharged from further consideration of the 
subject. For the Committee.

Report of Committee on Christian Edugation. 


Your Committee to whom was referred at last Convention the subject of Christian 
Education, to be reported at this Convention, respectfully submit: 

It is unnecessary to dwell on the necessity of Christian education, or to emphasize 
the importance of distinctively Church education. To those who know the Church, it 
is apparent that Christian education can hardly be completed without Church instrue- 
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tion. Beyond controversy, Jesus, the Divine Founder of the Church, is the most 
influential personage that has ever appeared in the history of the world. ‘Toexclude 
His life, teachings and character from the narrative of human existence for the last 
nineteen centuries, would be an immeasurably more foolish and stupid mutilation of 
history than it would be to omit the name and deeds of Washington, Franklin and 
Adams from American history.’? And in the Church alone, the life, teachings and 
character of Jesus are presented in order, fulness and force. Sucha presentation tends 
inevitably tothe development of the highest intellectual, moral and spiritual char- 
acter. That this is not a mere assumption, appears from the fact that. those who, as 
a people, have been educated in the principles of the Church, are the leaders of the 
human family in intellectual life, are of the most solid moral character, and the most 
deyout and aggressive in spiritual activities. In the midst of the tremblings of our 
times, there stands one nation to which all eyes instinctively turn, as the rock that can 
not be shaken, as the refuge of storm-beaten and tempest-driven souls; the nation that 
has been reared on Church teaching, and that owes her majestic sovereignty to the 
lessons learned from infancy in her schools—the English nation. Itis not the fancy of 
partisanship that Church education super-added, gives a fairness of mind, a purity 
of heart, a strength of character, a charity of judgment, a firmness of principle, a 
sweet refinement of manner, that is supplied by no other agency. Parents and guard- 
lans can give those under their care no richer gift than a Christian, Church education. 

In our Diocese are two schools to which your Committee directs the thoughtful 
attention of this Convention. In Portland, Callaway county, about 100 miles from 
St. Louis, is St. Mark’s Intermediate School for boys under sixteen years, in charge 
of Rey. Mr. F. E. Alleyne, assisted by Mr. Jas. H. Gill. The building accommodates 
twenty boarders and forty day scholars. The Bishop of the Diocese is the Visitor. 
Daily morning and evening services are held, and Mr. Alleyne is determined to place 
this school on a high basis. We advise those looking for a school for youths, to open 
correspondence with Mr. Alleyne. 

The other school is for girls—heretofore called the school of the Good Shepherd, 
but after the commencement in June, to be known as the Bishop Robertson Hall. 
Located in the midst of extensive and beautiful grounds on the crown of an elevation 
commanding a view of the city, it is a most healthful and inspiring position. Under 
the charge of Sisters, who are mothers in their tender ministrations and loving care 
of the pupils, the guarantee of the most gracious education is given. Our Bishop 
gave his weighty testimony in his address to this Convention yesterday of the educa- 
tional advantages of the school ; of that, therefore, we need not speak. 

We want for our daughters chiefly these three things: Education of mind, 
character, manners. Hither of these neglected, and the education is so far incomplete. 
In this school, to an almost unequalled extent in our Western country, are these three 
developments made side by side. This is not an idle panegyric, but the deliberate 
conviction of your Committee, based on large observation and report. And your 
Committee desires to say, that in no school with which they are acquainted, take it all 
in all, will be found better facilities for higher education of mind, heart and life than 
in the School of the Good Shepherd.

Report of Special Committee on Missions. 


Your Committee to whom was referred that portion of the Bishop’s Address 
relating to Diocesan Missions beg leave to report as follows: 

When we reflect on the fact that the city of St. Louis is growing so rapidly that a 
town of thirty to forty thousands is being added to its population yearly: that what 
were fields five years ago are now laid out in streets, well and closely built up on 
both sides, and that very often it is only by a tedious ride on the cars that churches 
can be reached, there is no room for wonder that Church families become indifferent 
to Church attendance, and many being too poor to pay car fare for themselves and 
families, im addition to Parochial expenses, drift into the great class of non-churech- 
goers, or find a home in the Christian bodies which are more actively following the 
drift of population and providing more liberally for its spiritual wants. 

At this time, when we need to be up and doing, when we need more money than 
ever before in our history, it is alarming that our contributions to Diocesan Missions 
should show not an increase, but a marked decrease—that fields which are “white for 
the harvest?’—wide scopes of territory in which are many Church families—in most. 
eases enough to form a nucleus for a strong Mission, these have to be abandoned 
year after year, given over to other Christian bodies, or left unecared for, because we, 
as churchmen, have not awakened to the fact, that the future life of the Church in this 
city and Diocese depends upon our entering in and taking possession of these fields. 

In saying this your Committee is not unmindful of ‘what is being done, and would 
not for one moment consider any attempt to abandon work already begun. St. 
Stephen’s Mission, St. Louis, above all other work, needs our hearty support and the 
providing of such quarters as the Board of Missions may determine, as speedily as 
possible. 

Your committee believe that it is not because St. Louis and Missouri churchmen 
are illiberal that this work is not done, but because they have not grasped the great- 
ness and the importance of the work. If they could be made to realize this the 
money would be forthcoming. 

Your committee would therefore offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That the Diocesan Mission work be placed in the hands of a larger 
and more representative Board, and that the powers of the Board be enlarged so as 
to enable them to take advantage of special opportunities for Mission work and to. 
provide means for the purchase of ground and the erection of Mission buildings 
thereon, at points, where by reason of the movement of population or the spiritual 
needs of the people, special opportunities are presented for evangelization and 
Church extension. 

Resolved. 2. That the immediate supervision of the work conducted under the 
management of the Board, be given to a Diocesan Missionary or Archdeacon, whose 
sole duties shall be to visit and encourage Missions already established, to select new 
fields and test their fitness for sites of future Missions or Parishes, and to establish 
new Missions under the direction of the Board. 

Resolved, 8. That the pledges made by this Convention for Mission work be 
liberal and sufficient to provide for all engagements of the Board of Missions, and 
including provisions for the support of the Archdeacon.

Report of Special Committee on Prayer Book Distribution, 


The committee appointed to consider so much of the Bishop’s Address as refers 
to the Prayer Book Distribution Society, respectfully report: 

1. That in order “to promote the widest possible distribution of the Book of 
Common Prayer among the people throughout the United States,”? which is the 
object of the Distribution Society, it is advisable to form in this Diocese an ‘‘Aux- 
iliary Prayer Book Society,” to be composed of an equal number of Clergymen and 
Laymen, to be elected by the Annual Convention, of which Auxiliary the Bishop 
shall be President, ex officio. 

9, That when a Chapter of St. Andrew’s Brotherhood exists in any Parish, it 
shall be requested to undertake the duty of distributing the Prayer Book as a tract, 
and if there be no such Chapter, then a Guild shall be formed in each Parish to 
promote this object. 

3. That it be recommended to the Rectors of Parishes, to see that Prayer Books 
are in the hands of all the children of their Sunday Schools; and that the opening 
and closing services of the schools shall be composed of shortened forms from the 
Prayer Book alone. 

Resolved, That a Diocesan Auxiliary be formed for Missouri, and that the recom- 
mendations of this committee be referred to this Auxiliary.

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Report of Secyetary of Orphan's Home. 


EASTER TuESDAY, April 4th, 1893. 


The report which we present to-day is the Fiftieth Annual Report of our Home. 
It is, so to speak, our golden anniversary. We hope that the institution has won for 
itself golden opinions, and that this year may be marked in its annals, according to 
the custom of anniversaries, by the most cordial and kindly remembrance. We feel 
that we can continue to rely upon the generosity of the public, and the sustained and 
increased interest of the Parishes. 

May I venture to suggest an achievement worthy of our fiftieth anniversary ? 
T have in mind an addition to our Home—separate and apart from the main building,

an infirmary, with warm, sunny, well ventilated rooms, provided with special 
appointments, where it may be possible to establish a strict quarantine in order 
to prevent the spread of infectious diseases. The want of such an addition is 
seriously felt, and its acquirement would put an end to a long-felt need, and be indeed 
an appropriate golden jubilee. 

Last October a third-story room was, in the absence of an infirmary, hastily called 
into requisition for the use of scarlet fever patients. From time to time new patients 
were added until the number grew to eight. These were as carefully isolated as cir- 
cumstances would permit; but the quarantine, imperfect at best, was accomplished and 
maintained at great inconvenience, and continued for a period of three months. We 
are thankful to say that no lives were lost either during that period or during the year. 

The record of our Home does not vary greatly from year to year. Last Easter 
Tuesday a revised Constitution was adopted, and shortly before that a new code of 
by-laws had been adopted. The wisdom of making these revisions has been verified 
by the year’s experience. The by-laws have been found to be practical and com- 
prehensive. Under them, our committees have worked smoothly and intelligently, 
and we feel that the administration of affairs has been simplified and improved. 

The Home is under the immediate management of a Matron, who is not only 
efficient in her administration of household affairs, but who possesses other qual- 
ifications which we feel to be quite as essential. She is patient and forbearing, loves 
the children, and gives ungrudgingly to them that personal sympathy and affection of 
which they have been deprived by some hard fortune which they little understand, 
and for which they are not responsible. She was with us some years ago, serving 
first as teacher and afterwards as Matron. She returns to us with added experience 
and renewed health. 

The school room is presided over by a proficient teacher, who has aroused in the 
pupils an increased interest in school duties and under whose charge they are stead- 
ily improving. 

While the daily needs of the children have been cared for, and the means of educa- 
tion, as far as practicable, provided, their pleasures also have not been neglected. 

Christmas brought them much to make them happy—books, games, toys, and 
plenty of good things to eat. aster, Thanksgiving and Fourth of July are all red- 
letter days in their calendar; and besides these they have fresh air and picnic e xcur- 
sions, and an annual visit to the Exposition. i 

The sum of $5,000 has been added to our Permanent Fund. This is known as the 
Mary BE. Bofinger bequest. It is with gratitude that we record this gift from one 
who, for many years, Was a loyal co-worker, and whose heart and hand were ever 
ready to respond to the calls of the needy. 

We have received during the year, thirty-one children—less than half as many as 
were recorded last year—but we must bear in mind the epidemic we have passed 
through. Of those sent out from the Home, one has been fully adopted; three have 
been adopted under limitations; three have been indentured; one was stolen by an 
unworthy mother, and twenty-eight have been restored to parents. Present nuraber 
in the Home, sixty-seven. 

We are indebted to the Rector of Holy Communion for the occasional use of the 
guild room of the Parish for a called meeting; to the clergymen of the various Par- 
ishes for their kindly response to our invitation to hold services in the Home, and to 
the Rev. B. E. Reed, our Chaplain. 

At the instance of the latter—always interested in behalf of the children—those of 
them possessing musical ability have been permitted to join the choir of Mt. Calvary, 
and to attend the weekly rehearsals. It is hoped that this may prove to be a bond 
_ between them and the Church, and that this opportunity for training may be possibly 
a means of assistance to some of them in obtaining a livelihood. 
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We desire to express our warm appreciation of the time and effort devoted by 
Mr. Fetherstone to the military training and drill exercises of the boys and girls. 

Thanks are due our Advisory Committee, and to Mr. Thomas Skinker, our legal 
counselor, whose valuable advice and patient attention to our wants have been so 
cheerfully rendered. 

or the care and hospitable treatment of our children at the Martha Parsons and 
Children’s Hospitals; for aid from the Church Guilds in making garments for them; 
for all personal service, occasional gifts and regular contributions, we take this 
opportunity to acknowledge our gratitude. 

We wish to extend our thanks to our medical staff, who have taken the best care 
of our children through the year, and especially to Drs. Saunders and Todd for the 
painstaking care and attention bestowed upon the sick throughout the period of the 
scarlet fever epidemic. 

We cordially invite the friends of the institution to our annual May Festival, 
when the children will take part in their annual exercises, prepared for the occasion. 

It may be well to add here that visitors to the Home are received every day, and 
at all reasonable hours. Restrictions apply only to the friends of the children, who 
are admitted at stated times.

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APPENDIX NO. 22. 


Constitution of the Laymen’s Go-operating Missionary 
Sogicty. 


ARTICLE [— NAME. 


SECTION 1. The name of the Society shall be the ‘‘ LAYMEN’S CO-OPERATING 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE DIOCESE OF MISSOURI.” 


ARTICLE II — OBJECT. 


SECTION 1. The object of the Society is to devise ways and means for the collec- 
tion of funds on a systematic plan for the support of Missions in the Diocese. 


ARTICLE IIT — MEMBERS. 


SECTION 1. The Society shall be composed of Lay Delegates appointed by the 
several Auxiliary Societies; each Society being entitled to three delegates, and also an 
additional delegate for every twenty paying members thereof. 


ARTICLE IV —OFFICERS. ° 
SECTION 1. The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who together, with one representative each from at least nine parishes, to 


be chosen annually by the Diocesan Convention, shall constitute an Executive Com- 
nittee. 


Src. 2. The President, or in his absence the Vice-President, shall preside at all 
meetings, and perform such other duties as are required by the office. 

Src. 3. The Secretary shall keep the records and papers of the Society, and per- 
form such other duties as his position may require. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive and keep all moneys of the Society and pay 
them out by direction of the Executive Committee. 

Src. 5. The Executive Committee shall have direct supervision of the affairs of 
the Society, adopt such By-Laws as it may deem proper, and have the power to fill 
vacancies which may occur in its body. 


ARTICLE V — MEETINGS. 


SECTION 1. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held on Wednesday 
evening of Convention week at the place appointed for Convention purposes. Said 
meeting shall be preceded by Divine Service under directions of the Bishop, or, if he 
be absent, of the Rector of the parish in which the meeting is held, or of the senior 
Presbyter present. After this the President, or in his absence the Vice-President, or 
next senior officer, shall call the meeting to order for dispatch of such business 4s may 
come regularly before it. 

Src. 2. Special meetings of the Society shall be called from time to time, at the 
diserction of the presiding officer, or upon the written request of three members of 
‘he Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE VI— FEES FOR MEMBERSHIP AND COLLECTION THEREOF. 


SECTION 1. The fee for membership in the Society shall be such sum as may be 
agreed upon by each Auxiliary Society for itself, to be paid in such manner as it may 
direct, and the several Auxiliary Societies shall provide for the prompt collection of 
all dues, and their remittance to the Treasurer of this Society. Other contributions 
shall be solicited and disposed of in the same manner. 


ARTICLE VII— FUNDS — DISPOSITION OF. 


SECTION 1. All moneys, after paying expenses, of this Society shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Diocesan Missionary Board. 


ARTICLE VIII — EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE — DUTY OF, ETC. 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to use its best 
endeavors to have an Auxiliary Society formed in each parish of the Diocese. Each 
parochial Clergyman is recognized as an adviser of the local Society within his parish, 
and as such he has the right to be present and take part in all its deliberations. 


ARTICLE IX — AUXILIARY SOCIETIES — MEETINGS OF. 


SECTION 1. The meetings of the Auxiliary Societies shall be held in the parish 
Church or place of worship, wherever practicable, and shall always be preceded by 
prayer. 


ARTICLE X —AUXILIARY SOCIETIES — OFFICERS AND DUTIES OF. 


SECTION 1. Each Auxiliary Society shall elect a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, and elect such other officers and enact such other regulations 
as it may deem proper, and shall hold either monthly or quarterly meetings as it may 
elect, at which there shall be addresses on the subject of Missions, report of parish 
Society read, endeavors to arouse a missionary spirit, collections for the purposes of 
the Society, names of new members announced, and such other things done as may he 
deemed conducive to attain the end in view. 

Suc. 2. After such meeting a report thereof shall be sent to the Secretary of the 
parent Society.

5. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise ordered. 


6. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing, presented to the Secretary, and 
by him read; and a motion shall not be considered before the House until seconded.

7. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to the House, he 
shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, confining himself strictly to 
the point in debate. 


8. A member shall not absent himself from the service of the House, unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 


9, A member, other than the Chairman of a committee whose report is under 
consideration, shall not speak more than twice in the same debate, nor longer than 
ten minutes at a time without leave of the House. 


10. Any member of the House may call for a vote by Ayes or Nayes. 


11. When a question has once been determined, it shall stand as the judgment 
of the House, and shall not again be drawn into debate, except on motion for recon- 
sideration, which must be made by a member who had previously voted in the 
majority, and all motions to reconsider must be made on the day the vote is taken, or 
on the next succeeding day. 
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12. Whena question is under consideration, a motion shall not be received, except 

to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it indefi- 

nitely, to commit it, to divide it or amend it, and motions for any of these purposes 

shall have precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amendment 

on the table be carried, the matter before the House shall be proceeded with as if no 

such amendment had been offered. The motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn 
shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 


18. Debate shall not be allowed upon a resolution to refer any motion to a Com- 
mittee, or to a motion to recommit any subject which has been before a Committee, 
but the member who offers such resolution or motion may speak for five minutes for 
the purpose of explaining its object. 

14. All amendments may be considered in the order in which they are moved. 
When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to amend the same 
may be made. An after-amendment to such second amendment shall not be in order; 
but when an amendment to an amendment is under consideration, a substitute to the 
whole matter may be received. A proposition different from the one under consider- 
ation shall not be received under color of an amendment or substitute. 


15. Every member who may be in the House when any question is put, shall, on 
a division, be counted, unless he be excused by the Convention. 

16. All questions of order shall be decided in the first instance by the Chair, 
without debate; an appeal, however, may be made from his decision to the Conven- 
tion by any member of the same. 

17. The Secretary may employ one or more Pages, not exceeding three, to act as 
messengers during the sessions of the Convention. 


18. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall be received of 
course and without motion for acceptance, unless recommitted by vote of the House. 
All reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of opinion by the 
House shall be accompanied by a resolution for the action of the House therein. 


19. The names of the movers of resolutions shall appear upon the minutes of 
the Convention.

Of Acceding to the General Convention. 


This Church acknowledges its allegiance to be due to the One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic Church of Christ; and recognizing the body known 
as the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America to be a 
true branch of said Church, having rightful spiritual jurisdiction in this 
country, hereby declares its adhesion to the same and submits to the authority 


of its General Convention. 


ARTICLE II. 


Of the Boundaries of the Diocese of Missouri.

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ARTICLE III. 
Of the Annual Convention. 


The Convention of the Church in this Diocese shall assemble annually, on 
the fourth Tuesday in May, at such place as shall have been appointed by the 
preceding Annual Convention; but in case of the prevalence of infectious or 
epidemic disease at the appointed time and place of meeting, or for other 
sufficient cause, the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese shall have power 
to change the time or place, or both, as the emergency may require: provided, 
however, that at least ten days’ notice of such change shall be given to every 
Vestry, and to the Minister in charge of every Parish and Mission in the 
Diocese. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Of Special Meetings of the Convention. 


The ecclesiastical authority shall have power to call a special meeting of 
the Convention at such time and place as it shall determine. The notice of 
a special meeting of the Convention shall be issued to every Clergyman and 
to every Vestry, and to the Warden of every Mission in the Diocese, at least 
thirty days before the time appointed for the meeting, and shall state the 
business for which the Convention is called, and no business shall be trans- 
acted at such special meeting beyond that which has been stated in the 
notice, unless by the unanimous consent of the members present. 


ARTICLE V. 
Of the Members of the Convention. 


Section 1. The Convention shall be composed of Clergymen and 
Laymen. 

Sec. 2. Every Clergyman in regular standing, who shall have been for 
six months actually and canonically resident in this Diocese, shall be entitled 
to a seat and vote in the Convention: provided, that he shall have been 
admitted, and at the time of the Convention shall be actually settled as 
Rector, Assistant Rector or Assistant Minister of some Parish in union with 
the Convention of this Diocese, or shall be a Missionary, under the direction 
of the Convention and the Bishop, or shall be engaged as an instructor 
of youth in some Seminary of learning under the auspices of the Church, or 
in some Parochial School within the Diocese. 


Suc. 38. A Clergyman once entitled to a seat and vote in the Convention, 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because disabled from the functions 
of his office by age or infirmity, or being temporarily without a charge.. 


Sec. 4. Every Parish in union with the Convention of this Diocese, 
having fifty communicants or less, shall be entitled to be represented by one 
Lay Delegate, and also by one Lay Delegate for each additional fifty above 
the first fifty communicants: provided, that no Parish shall have more than 
five Delegates, and provided, also, that no Lay Delegate shall take his seat 
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until he shall have presented to the Secretary satisfactory evidence that his 
Parish has paid all assessments to the Treasurer in full; but the Convention 
may, by a two-thirds vote, dispense with such proof of payment. 


Sec. 5. Lay Delegates shall be chosen by the Vestry of each Parish, or 
if there be no Vestry, or if the Vestry fail to act, then by the congregation of 
the Parish, duly convened. They shall be baptized persons, and shall have 
been for the year next preceding stated worshipers in the Parishes which they 
severally represent, and canonically entitled to vote for Vestrymen of the 
same; but no candidate for Holy Orders shall be admitted as a Lay Delegate 
to any Convention. 

Sec. 6. Each canonically organized Mission of the Diocese shall be 
entitled to one Lay Delegate, but any Mission having more than fifty com- 
municants shall be entitled to representation in like manner as if it wasa 
Parish, and the election of such delegate, or delegates, shall be by the Congre- 
gation duly convened. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The Cathedral. 


Sectron 1. The Church in the Diocese of Missouri hereby acknowl- 
edges ‘‘Christ Church Cathedral,” St. Louis, as the Cathedral Church of this 
Diocese, with the same ecclesiastical jurisdiction, rights, privileges and 
obligations as any Parish organization in union with the Convention. 

Sec. 2. lst. The Convention shall take order for the election of three 
members of the Chapter of Christ Church Cathedral, St. Louis, in manner 
and form following: 

On the Thursday of the Annual Convention, or immediately after the 
meeting of the Annual Convention, under the Presidency of the Bishop, of 
the President of the Standing Committee, or some other person duly chosen 
to preside, the following Board of Directors shall meet, viz.: the members of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese, the members of the Missionary 
Board of the Diocese, and the Deputies to the General Convention, of the 
Diocese, and shall proceed to the nomination of three Laymen, who shall be 
elected by the Chapter to be members thereof for the ensuing year. 

2d. The Chancellor of the Diocese, the Secretary of the Diocese, and the 
Treasurer of the Diocese shall be ex-oficio members of the Chapter of Christ 
Church Cathedral. 

3d. Inthe event of the division of the Diocese, the functions provided 
for in Sections 1 and 2 shall be exercised by the Convention of that Diocese 
of which St. Louis shall form a part and by the aforesaid officers thereof. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Of Divine Service at Meetings of the Convention. 


Secrion 1. The first morning session of every meeting of the Convention 
shall be preceded by a celebration of the Holy Communion, and the preacher 
shall be appointed by the Bishop, unless the Bishop himself preach or deliver 
a charge or address. 
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Sec. 2. The direction of Divine Service during the sessions of the Con- 
vention shall rest with the Bishop alone. In the absence of the Bishop, all 
services shall be under the direction of the President of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Of the President of the Convention. 


Srcrion 1. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be, ex-officio, President of 
the Convention, but in case of his absence at the time and place appointed for _ 
anv session of the Convention, the President or other clerical member of the 
Standing Committee shall call the Convention to order, and if a quorum be 
present, a presiding officer shall be chosen, ad interim, from among the 
Presbyters in attendance; and if the Bishop shall at any time leave the chair 
he may appoint a Presbyter to preside in his stead. 


Src. 2. The presiding officer shall not join in debate, and the Bishop 
shall not leave the chair for that purpose; but, after debate on any motion or 
resolution shall have been closed, the Bishop shall have the right, before 
putting the question, to express his opinion of the whole subject under con- 
sideration. 


Src. 8. The Bishop shall be entitled to one vote on all subjects which 
may be considered by the Convention, but he shall not vote in the election off 
officers, committees, deputies or other representatives of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention and the Treasurer of the Diocese. 


Srecrion 1. The Annual Convention shall elect a Secretary and a 
Treasurer, whose duties shall be defined by Canon. If the Secretary or the 
Treasurer be not a member of the Convention he shall nevertheless be 
entitled, ex-officio, to all the privileges of membership except that of voting. 


Sec. 2. At any time in the interval between two Annual Conventions the 
Standing Committee may, for sufficient cause, of which they shall be the 
judges, remove the Treasurer from his office; and in such case, or if the 
Treasurer resign, remove from the Diocese or become incapable of acting, the 
Standing Committee shall have power to appoint a Treasurer to act until the 
next Annual Convention. é 


ARTICLE X. 
Of the Transaction of Business. 


Section 1. One-third of the Clergy entitled to seats in the Convention, 
and Lay Delegates from one-fourth of the Parishes entitled to representation, 
when duly assembled, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, but a smaller number may adjourn from time to time. 


La: 
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Src. 2. The Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body. Every mem- 
ber shall be entitled to one vote, and, except when herein otherwise expressly 
provided, a majority of all the votes cast shall determine any question sub- 
mitted to the Convention. 


Sec. 38. If any member shall call for a vote by yeas and nays, the Secre- 
tary shall call the roll of the Convention, and the members shall thereupon 


‘announce their votes as their names are called by the Secretary. The votes so 


cast shall be recorded in the Journal, and no member shall be excused from 
voting, unless by unanimous consent. 


Src. 4. If any five members of the Convention, representing not less 
than three Parishes or organized Missions, or any jive Clergymen shall demand 
a vote by Orders, the yeas and nays shall be called, as in the previous section 
is directed, and a majority of the votes of each Order shall be necessary to an 
affirmative decision. 


Sec. 5. The Convention has power to ordain and enact Canons of Disci- 
pline for the ecclesiastical government of the Cathedral, and of all the 
Churches, Clergy and Laity of the Church within this Diocese, the Bishop 
alone excepted; but any Constitutional Provision or Canon of the Convention 
which shall be or become inconsistent with the Constitution or Canons of the 
General Convention, shall be void. 


Sec. 6. Canons proposed for adoption by the Convention shall be con- 
sidered and passed upon, section by section, and a final vote by Orders shall 
then be taken on the Canon as a whole, in the manner provided for by Sec- 
tion 4 of this Article. 


Sxo. 7. No Constitutional Provision, Canon or Resolution, touching the 
rights, privileges, dignities, duties or obligations of the Bishop of the Diocese 
shall be of any force or effect, unless it shall have received the consent of the 
Bishop at the time of its adoption; and no such Constitutional Provision, | 
Canon or Resolution shall be adopted during any vacancy of the Episcopate. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Of the Chancellor of the Diocese. 


The Annual Convention shall, on nomination of the Bishop, elect a Chan- 
¢ellor of the Diocese, who shall be the legal adviser of the Bishop and Stand- 
ing Committee. He shall be a Communicant of this Church and shall be 
entitled, ex-officio, to a seat in the Convention, with all the privileges of mem- 
bership, except the right to vote. He shall hold his office for the term of 
three years, and if a vacancy shall occur, the Annual Convention next ensuing 
shall elect a Chancellor for the full term of three years. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Of the Registrar of the Diocese. 


The Annual Convention shall elect an officer to be called the Registrar of 
the Diocese, who shall be a Communicant of this Church. He shall be entitled, 
ex-officio, to a seat in the Convention, with all the privileges of membership, 
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except the right to vote. He shall hold his office fora full term of three years, 
and if a vacancy occur the next Annual Convention shall elect a suecessor for 
the full term of three years. His duties shall be defined by Canon. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
Of the Standing Comiittee. 


Sxorron 1. The Convention shall elect annually, by the concurrent ballot 
of both Orders, a Standing Committee, to consist of three Presbyters and 
three Laymen. 


Src. 2. The Clerical members of the Standing Committee must be 
entitled to seats in the Convention of the Diocese, and the Lay members must 
be Communicants. 


Src. 3. The Committee, at their first meeting, shall choose a President 
from among the Clerical members, and a Secretary, either Clerical or Lay. 
The records of the Standing Committee, and all papers in their official posses- 
sion, shall be subject to the examination of the Bishop and of the Convention. 
A full report of their acts shall be made at each annual meeting of the Con- 
vention. Four members of the Committee (two of the four being Clergymen) 
shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. Vacancies in the Standing 
Committee, occurring by death or otherwise, may be filled by the Committee. 


Sec. 4. The Standing Committee shall be a council of advice to the 
Bishop. They shall be summoned by the Bishop whenever he shall desire 
their advice, and they may, of their own accord, advise the Bishop when they 
shall think it needful-so to do. All proceedings of the Standing Committee, 
when acting as a council of advice to the Bishop, shail be strictly confidential, 
unless the Bishop and Committee shall otherwise determine. 


Sec. 5. During any vacancy in the Episcopate, or in case of the Bishop’s 
incapacity to act, or during the absence of the Bishop from the Diocese, if he 
shall so appoint, the Standing Committee shall be the ecclesiastical authority 
of the Diocese and shall exercise all the powers of canonical administration 
which are ordinarily exercised by the Bishop, but which may lawtiully be 
delegated to any other than a Bishop; provided, that in the absence of the 
Bishop, no sentence shall be pronounced in any case upon a Clergyman by 
any other than a Bishop, whom the Standing Committee may call in for that 
purpose. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Secrion 1. At the Annual Convention next before each triennial 
meeting of the General Convention, four Presbyters entitled to seats in the 
Convention, and four Lay Communicants of this Diocese, shall be elected as 
Deputies to the General Convention for the next three years. The same 
number of Provisional Deputies, similarly qualified, shall also be elected. 
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Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect to notify the Bishop 
at least one month before the meeting of the General Convention, of their 
acceptance or declination of the appointment, and if any of the Deputies-elect 
shall fail so to do, or if any vacancies shall subsequently occur before the 
meeting of the General Convention, the Bishop, with the consent of the 
Standing Committee, shall appoint so many of the Provisional Deputies as 
shall be necessary to a full representation of the Diocese, in the order of their 
election. If full representation cannot be had from the Provisional Deputies 
chosen by the Convention, any other Clergymen or Lay Communicants, 
similarly qualified, may in like manner be appointed in their stead; and if any 
vacancy shall occur during a session of the General Convention, the Bishop 
may make appointments from the Clergy or Lay Communicants of the 
Diocese, as the case may be. 


ARTICLE XV. 
Of the Election of Officers. 


The election of all officers provided for in this Constitution shall be by 
ballot, unless the same be unanimously dispensed with by the Convention, 
and in the event of a failure or neglect to elect at any Convention, the person 
or persons already in office shall hold over until their successors shall have 
been regularly elected. Whenever an election is by ballot, a majority of 
votes in each Order shall be necessary to elect. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
Of the Admission of New Parishes. 


The Convention may admit Parishes into union with it, provided they 
shall have presented to the Convention evidence of their compliance with the 
Canon or Canons concerning the organization of Parishes. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
Of Assessments. 


The Convention shall have power to assess the Parishes and Missions in 
union with it for the necessary expenses of the Diocese. Assessments may be 
made either by Canon or by special resolution. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
Of the Forfeiture of Parochial Privileges. 


Any Parish or Mission may, for causes specified by Canon, be suspended 
-from representation in the Convention, or its connection with the Convention 
may be wholly dissolved, by a vote of two-thirds of each Order. The Conven- 
tion may also provide by Canon forthe readmission into union with it of any 
such Parish. The suspension aforesaid shall not absolve the Parish or 
Mission from its obligations to the Convention or Diocese. 
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ARTICLE XIX. 


Of the Election of a Bishop. 


The election of a Bishop shall be made in an Annual Convention, orina ~ 


Special Convention, called by the Standing Committee for that purpose; and 
of the meeting of such Special Convention at least thirty days’ notice shall be 
given. To the choice of a Bishop, the concurrent vote, by ballot, of a majority 
of the Clergy and of the Laity entitled to seats in the Convention, voting 
separately, shall be necessary. 


ARTICLE XX. 
Of Defects in the Canons. 


All necessary proceedings connected with matters of discipline, and not 
expressly provided for by the Canons, are within the authority and jurisdic- 
tion of the Bishop, acting by and with the advice and consent of the Standing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE XXI. 
Of Amendments to this Constitution. 


This Constitution shall not be amended, in whole or in part, by any 
Convention, unless the proposed amendment shall have been submitted to 
and approved by a previous Convention, nor unless at its final adoption it 
shall be approved by the Bishop and shall receive a majority of the votes of 
both Orders, voting separately; provided, that if the Bishop interpose an 
objection to such amendment, the matter shall lie over until the next Conyen- 
tion; and if the proposed amendment shall then receive the coneurrence of 
two-thirds of each Order, voting separately, it shall thereupon take effect. 


ARTICLE XXII. 


All articles of any previous Constitution of the Church in this Diocese 
are hereby repealed.

CANON I. 
Of a List of the Clergy. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this Diocese, 
the Bishop shall cause to be prepared.a list of all Clergymen canonically 
resident in the Diocese, annexing the names of their respective Cures, Parishes 
or Missions, or of the institutions of learning in which they are engaged—and 
in regard to such as are not engaged in Parishes, Missions, or institutions of 
learning, as above, their place of residence only—specifying, at the same time 
who, of any class, are Deacons; but Clergymen while suspended from the 
ministry shall be so designated on such list. Such list shall be laid before 
the Convention immediately after it shall have been called to order, and the 
names of the clerical members called therefrom; and those entitled by the 
fiith Article of the Constitution shall thereupon take their seats. The same 
shall be prefixed to the Journal and form a part thereof. 


CANON II. 
Hvidence of Membership in the Convention. 


Sncrron 1. The evidence of the regular admission of a Clergyman into 
the Diocese, and the evidence of settlement in a Parish thereof or the Cathe- 
dral shall consist in proof satisfactory to the Convention of a compliance with 
the Canons of this Diocese and the Canons of the General Convention in that 
behalf for the time being. In all cases of a contested right to a seat, the 
evidence of employment as a Missionary and of the connection of a Clergy- 
man with a recognized seminary of learning or parochial school, shall be the 
certificate of the Bishop; or, in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, of the 
President of the Standing Committee. When the right of any Clergyman to 
a seat in this Convention is disputed, it shall be determined by the Convention 
itself, whether his name shall be inserted in the list aforesaid, or omitted. 


10 CANONS. 


Sec. 2. The appointment of Lay Delegates to the Convention, if by the 
Vestry, shall be made at a regular meeting, or at one called especially for that 
purpose; if such appointment be made by the congregation, the electors must 
have the same qualifications, and the election be conducted in like manner as 
is or shall be prescribed by Canon for the election of Vestrymen. Any 
vacancies that occur may be filled by the Rector. 


Sec. 38. The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from an 
organized Parish shall be a written certificate from the Rector of the Parish, 
from one of the Wardens, or from the Secretary of the Vestry of such Parish. 
The evidence of the seat of a delegate from an organized Mission shall be a 
certificate from the Missionary, approved by the Bishop, and such certificates 
shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the Convention before the 7th day of 
May in each year. . 


Sec. 4. Itis hereby made the duty of the different Parishes to make 
provision for the expenses of their Clergy in attending the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Section 1. The Secretary shall be chosen upon the assembling of the 
Annual Convention, and shall remain in office until the meeting of the 
next Annual Convention. His duty shall be to take minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the Convention, to preserve its journals and records, to attest the 
public acts of the body, and faithfully deliver, into the hands of his successor 
all books and papers relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may 
be in his possession. It shall also be his duty to give due notice to each 
Minister, Vestry and organized Mission, of the time and place appointed for 
the meeting of the succeeding or of any special Convention. He shall, before 
the 15th day of April in each year, transmit to the same, forms of Parochial 
‘Reports and of Certificates of Lay Delegates, with instructions that they be 
returned to him before the 7th day of May. _One week before the meeting of 
the Convention, he shall place such certificates in the hands of the Chairman 
of the Committee on Admission of New Parishes and Lay Credentials; 
which committee shall therefrom prepare the roll of Lay Delegates entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and return it to the Secretary before the opening 
of the Convention, for use therein. He shall also transmit annually to each 
of the Bishops of this Church in the United States,-and to the Secretary of 
the last House of Deputies in the General Convention, and to the Secretary 
of every Diocesan Convention and Missionary Jurisdiction, a copy of the 
Journal of the Convention. He shall also transmit a copy to each Clergyman 
in the Diocese, and to each Delegate attending the Convention, and forward a 
copy or copies to each Parish or organized Mission in the Diocese, as they 
may request. 


Sec. 2. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in addition 
to the documents called for by its Canons, a certificate, to be signed by him- 
self, containing a list of Clergymen in this Diocese; and also a like certificate 
of the appointment of Deputies to the General Convention. 
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Sec. 3. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the sections of this 
Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sec. 4. Immediately upon the close of each Convention, the Secretary 
shall transmit to the Treasurer of the Convention a certified copy of all the 
acts of the Convention. bearing upon the duties of said Treasurer. 


Sec. 5. Whenever, during recess of the Diocesan Convention, there shall 
be a vacancy in the office of Secretary of the Convention, the duty thereof 
shall devolve upon the Secretary of the Standing Committee. 


Sec. 6. The Secretary shall receive such compensation for his services 
as the Convention may determine. 


CANON IV. 
Of the Treasurer of the Diocese. 


Section 1. The duty of the Treasurer of the Diocese shall be to receive 
and disburse all moneys collected under the authority of the Convention, and 
of which the collection and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated, 
and shall publish monthly in the official organ of the Diocese an account of 
- the indebtedness to the Diocese of each Parish and Mission; it shall also be 
his duty to collect from any predecessor, or his estate, any balance due from 
such predecessor. He shall be subject to the direction of the Standing Com- 
mittee in relation to the mode and place of depositing the funds received by 
him, and the manner of paying them out; and his accounts and books shall 
be at all times subject to the inspection of the Standing Committee or any 
member thereof. Before entering on the duties of his office he shall give a 

bond to the Bishop of the Diocese, or his successor in office, in such penalty 
and with such security as the Standing Committee shall direct, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of his duties, and for the delivery to his successor of 
all funds, securities, books and papers pertaining to his office. 


Src. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Convention, and 
shall be examined by a committee appointed for the purpose, who shall 
report upon the same to the Convention. 


CANON V. 
Of the Registrar. 


Section 1. The duty of the Registrar shall be to receive and safely keep 
all books, documents and manuscripts belonging to the Diocese, and not re- 
quired to be kept by any other person or officer. He shall also collect and 
preserve such materials as can be obtained relative to the history of the Diocese, 
and of particular Parishes, and shall catalogue and classify all books, docu- 
ments and papers so as to make their contents accessible for reference. 


Sec. 2. He shall also keep a book containing a record of all consecrations 
of Churches; of all ordinations; of all sentences and acts of deposition, or 
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offences in the Diocese; of all admissions and dismissals of Clergy into or 
from the Diocese, and of all deaths of Clergy belonging thereto. 


Sec. 3. He shall annually report to the Convention, showing with such 
details as may seem expedient, the condition of the collectionsin his hands, and 
the additions made to them from time to time, with such suggestions as he 
may deem proper concerning their preservation, arrangement and increase, 
and concerning the best method of securing to the Church a knowledge of all 
matters of importance contained therein. 


Sec. 4. The Registrar, under direction of the Bishop, shall prepare and 
cause to be printed forms for certificates of baptism, confirmation and 
marriage, and also letters commendatory, for use in the Diocese. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Section 1. The Secretary of the Standing Committee shall keep regular 
minutes of all proceedings and business of the Standing Committee; preserve 
them carefully recorded in a book to be provided for that purpose alone; pre- 
serve the originals of all letters and papers addressed to the Standing Commit- 
tee; attest their public acts; perform such other duties as they require; and 
faithfully deliver into the hands of his successor all books, papers and letters 
relative to the concerns of the Standing Committee which may have been 
entrusted to him. 


Sec. 2. The Standing Committee may make such regulations for the pro- 
motion of business as they shall think proper, provided such regulations be not 
at variance with the Constitution or Canons of this Church; and in addition 
to their usual duties they shall have power to make drafts upon the Treasurer 
for all moneys appropriated by the Convention, such drafts always to be 
signed by the President or Secretary of the Committee. 


CANON VII. 


Of Convocations. 


Section 1. The Diocese shall be divided into various Missionary Gon- 
vocations, the boundaries of which shall from time to time be determined by 
the Bishow as he shall deem needful; and a list of such Convocations as de- 
fined by the Bishop, with their sito and the regulations set forth for their 
governance, shall appear annually in the Convention Journal. 


Sec. 2. The Convocations shall be under the direction of the Bishop, who 
shall preside in them, when present. Each Convocation shall have a Dean, 
to be annually appointed by the Bishop at Easter, on the nomination of 
the Convocation. The Dean shall perform such duties as may be appointed 
him by the Bishop or Convocation, and shall report to the Convention, 
through the Bishop, at each regular session, concerning the missionary work 
in his Convocation. 


a 
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Sec. 38. Each Convocation shall meet, if possible, at least twice during 
the year, and shall consist of the Clergy residing within its limits and having 
seats in Convention, and of Lay Communicants, one from each Parish and 
Mission, chosen by the Vestry, if there is one, or by the congregation at a 
regular meeting, or a meeting called for the purpose. 


CANON VIII. 
Of the Organization of a Mission. 


Section 1. Wherever, on account of fewness of numbers or any other® 
cause, it is deemed inexpedient to proceed to the organization of a Parish, 
any number of persons, not less than six, having first obtained the consent of 
the Board of Missions, may associate themselves together as a Mission. They 
shall declare their adhesion to the doctrine, discipline and worship of this 
Church; shall choose the name by which they shall be known, and apply to 
the Bishop to organize and constitute the Mission. They shall also declare 
their submission to the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese and the Canons 
thereof. 


Sec. 2. The Bishop shall, thereupon, in case he deems it expedient to 
act, appoint, on nomination of the Missionary in charge, a Warden, Clerk, 
Treasurer and Church Committee, such appointments to be renewed at every 
Easter. . 


Sec. 3. The Bishop shall, in his annual address, report to the Conven- 
tion the Missions which have been organized and are in good standing, and 


' they shall be thereupon admitted, and shall report to the Convention. The 
_ Committee on Assessments shall assess them equitably for the support of the 


Diocese. 


CANON IX. 
Of the Missionary Board of the Diocese. 


Section 1. At each Annual Convention, six Clergymen and nine Lay- 
men shall be chosen by ballot, who, with the Bishop and the Deans of Con- 
vocation of the Diocese, shall form the Missionary Board of the Diocese. 
Said Board shall have the management of Missionary operations and the 
distribution of all funds raised for the support of Missionaries and for Mission 
purposes in the Diocese. 


Src. 2. The Bishop shall be, ex-officio, President of the Board, and shall 
have the sole power of appointing Missionaries in the Diocese; but no money 
shall be appropriated from the funds of the Board, except with the consent 
of the Board. During any vacancy in the Episcopate, or inability of the 
Bishop to act, the Board shall have power to appoint Missionaries. 


Sec. 3. The Board shall have power to elect from its members a Chair- 
man pro tem, in the absence of the Bishop; to appoint its own Secretary and 
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Treasurer; to fill vacancies during the recess of the Convention; to make 
by-laws and rules, and to do all such other acts as may be needful to carry 
out the office and trust conferred upon it. 


Sec. 4. The Board shall have power to locate and organize Missions; 
to purchase ground and erect Mission buildings thereon, and to assist organ- 
ized Missions in purchasing ground and erecting buildings thereon; provided 
that the Board shall not incur any indebtedness for the foregoing purposes. 


Src. 5. The Board shall have power to invite subscriptions and collect 
money for the purposes specified in the foregoing Sections. 


Src. 6. The Bishop, with the consent of three-fourths of the Standing 
Committee, shall have a veto upon the locating of a Mission or the raising 
or expenditure of money under the powers granted in the preceding Sections 
4 and 5. 


Src. 7. The Bishop may appoint an Arch Deacon, with the approval of 
the Board, whose sole duties shall be to advance the cause of Missions, 
supervise Mission work and extend the Church in the Diocese, under the 
direction of the Bishop and in carrying out the instructions of the Board. 


Src. 8. It shall be the duty of the Board to make an annual report of its 
proceedings to the Convention, containing the names of the Missions and 
Missionaries within the Diocese, a statement of its receipts and disburse- 
ments, and of the Churches contributing and the sums contributed, and of 
such rules as the Board may have adopted, together with whatever else may 
be deemed advisable to bring before the Convention. 


Sec. 9. This Convention recognizes the Laymen’s Co-operating Mis- 
sionary Society as its agent in collecting the Missionary Alms of the Church 
for use in this Diocese. 


Sec. 10. The afternoon session of the second day of each Convention 
shall be devoted to the Missionary interests of the Diocese. 


Sec. 11. Every Clergyman shall, on at least one Sunday in each year, 
hold a service in which the subject of Missions in the Diocese shall be 
distinctly set forth, and such information be given as may quicken the 
interest in this work. 


CANON X. 


Of the Organization and Admission of New Parishes and the Erection of 
Church Buildings. 


Secrion 1. Wherever any number of persons not less than ten, of legal 
age, shall desire to organize a new Parish at. any place within this Diocese, 
they shall make a written application to the Bishop for permission to 
organize. Such application shall state the facts material to the proposed 
organization, and shall especially show that the persons making the same 
are attached to the doctrines and worship of this Church, and that they will 
become members of said Parish. Said persons shall also state in said appli- 
cation, that they do not propose to erect or have their place of worship at any 
point within five hundred yards, in a direct line, from the place of worship 
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of any other Parish, or from land acquired and held in good faith for the 
erection of a place of worship, under and subject to the provisions of Section 
3 of this Canon. 


Sec. 2. Any Parish desiring to change the location of its Church build- 
ing, or to establish a Mission or Chapel in connection with its Parish work, 
shall make written application to the Bishop for permission to do so, stating 
distinctly the object and location proposed. 


Sec. 3. Such applications as are named in Sections 1 and 2 of this 
Canon, having been consented to by the Bishop, the Standing Committee 
shall consider the same, and if, in the judgment of the Bishop and Standing 
Committee, the interests of the Church will be promoted thereby, the Bishop 
and Standing Committee shall have power to grant the prayer of the peti- 
tioners. But they shall not deny such prayer on the ground that petitioners 
propose to erect or have their place of worship within the distance named 
in Section 1 from land acquired by another Parish for the erection of a 
place of worship, but upon which none shall have been built, unless the 
Parish holding said land shall, when required, satisfy the Bishop and Stand- 
ing Committee that it will proceed in gocd faith to the erection of a suitable 
Church building, within two years from the date of such requirement. 


Sec. 4. If said application, mentioned in Section 1 of this Canon, be 
granted, the persons who signed the same, or a majority of them, together 
with such other persons of like qualifications with themselves as may unite 
with them, shall give notice of their intention to organize, specifying the 
time and place appointed for organization on two occasions of public wor- 
ship, at least one week apart and within one month before said time. At 
such time and place the persons signing said application, or a majority of 
them, shall immediately after Divine Service proceed to the public election 
of two Wardens, who shall be Communicants, and at least three Vestrymen. 
They shall also adopt and cause to be prepared and presented to the proper 
court, Articles of Association, and shall procure from said court a certificate 
of incorporation and file the same in the office of the Secretary of State, and 
take any and all other steps necessary under the laws of this State for their 
consolidation into a religious corporation. 


Sec. 5. In tbe organization of Missions and Parishes, the following 
forms and procedure shall be substantially adhered to, namely :

ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE 1. The corporate name of this Association or Parish shall be the Rector 
Pere re NOP Vo WIM EID ME OE tie coated pie iia vom Paudar Sis die Syesiee ale o's 6 Spiele bade va ee Protestant

Art. 2. This Association, called herein ‘‘Parish,”’ is incorporated for the pur- 
pose only of holding the title to such real estate as is and may be prescribed by law 
for a church edifice, parsonage and cemetery; to be used and held for the purposes 
and to the use of those who are in communion with and under the authority of ‘the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, as hereinafter set forth. 


Arr. 3. This Parish acknowledges its allegiance, in ecclesiastical affairs to be 
- due tothe one Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church of Christ, and acknowledges 
_ itself to be a member of and to belong to the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, and through that Church, to the Diocese thereof in 
Missouri, and as such accedes to, recognizes and accepts the Canons, Doctrines, 
Discipline and Form of Worship of that Church, and acknowledges its authority 
accordingly. a. Bs 


{t is therefore declared that this Parish shall be forever incorporated under, and 
all property which belongs to it, or which shall hereafter be acquired by it, or which 
shall come under its control, is and forever shall be held by it (so long as it continues 
to own or control it) under the ecclesiastical authority of the Bishop.of that Church 
in the Diocese of Missouri, or of that Diocese of said Church in Missouri in which it 
may be, and his successors in office, and shall be held under an‘ subject to the use 
only of such persons as are or may hereafter become associated together in this 
Parish, under the Constitution and Canons aforesaid, and conduct religious worship 
according to the Ritual and Form of Worship, and under the Discipline of said 

Church. 


No person who shall disclaim or refuse conformity to the above-mentioned 
authority, shall be or become or continue a member of this Parish, or vote for, or be 
appointed or elected, a Warden, Vestryman, Rector, Minister or other officer thereof, 
or hold or exercise any office or function whatever in connection with this Parish or 
its property, or have any right or. interest in or control thereof. The Parish may 
accept such devises, legacies, and gifts as may lawfully fall to it, and shall have power 
to impose such dues, and collect and raise such revenues as may be necessary to keep 
up and maintain its property, and to purchase, acquire or erect necessary buildings 
and improvements thereon, carry on services therein, and carry out any charitable or 
benevolent work in which it may engage, but it shall not engage in any business for 
pecuniary profit. 


Arr. 4. The powers of this Association or Parish shall be vested in and exercised, 
and all its property controlled by a Vestry, the members of. which shall be elected 
on such day in each year as shall be prescribed by Canon, and they shall hold office 
until their successors shall be duly elected. 
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The, Vestry shall’ consist of:;.... .... persons, who shall be members of the 
Parish or Association in good standing, and (after the first election held hereunder) 
shall have been electors in this Parish for at least six months next prior to their 
election. The Vestrymen who shall manage the affairs of the Parish or Association 
Ontth seen eee Mowda yy 4 1) eae os ob oa shall be the following 
persons, to-wit :

Any vacancy happening in the Vestry shall be filled by the remaining Vestrymen. 
Voting for Vestrvmen shall be by ballot. A majority vote of qualified votes cast at the 
Parish meeting shall be necessary to elect Vestrymen, and in case of a tie or a failure 
to elect, further ballots shall forthwith be taken until an election is had. 


All cases of challenge of the qualifications of an elector, or of a disputed election 
(if not settled at the Parish meeting), shall be referred to the Bishop of the Diocese, 
whose decision shall be fiual; the vote of the challenged party or parties, and the 
returns of the election being in the meantime taken and transmitted, with the 
challenge or matter in dispute, to the Bishop, whose decision thereon shall be final 
and shall be entered on the Parish records. 


ART. 5. The Rector of this Parish shall be elected by a majority of the Vestry 
present at a meeting duly convened for that purpose, or at a regular meeting of the 
Vestry; provided, that at least two-thirds of the members are present. He shall be 
ex-officio, and while he fills the office and is in discharge of the duties of the Rector, 
the presiding officer of the Parish and of the Vestry. 


Akvr. 6. No person shall be Rector or Minister of this Parish, or allowed to 
exercise any of the functions of the same, unless he shall have had Episcopal 
ordination, and is in full and good standing with the Protestant Episcopal Chureh 
inthe nited States of America, and recognized as a Minister in good standing in 
the said Church, by the Bishop of the Diocese of Missouri, or, if there be no Bishop, 
by the Standing Committee of said Diocese. 


ARvY. 7. The Vestry shall have power to choose their own officers and to perform 
all other duties usually appertaining to their body. They shall, after the first election 
by the Parish, choose one of their own number to be Church Warden and to be 
known as Junior Warden, and the Rector (for the time being) shall annually appoint 
from the said Vestry, another Church Warden, to be known as the Senior Warden. 
The Senior Warden shall be presiding officer of the Vestry in the absence of the 
Rector. In case of a vacancy in the office of Rector, or of the suspension of the 
Rector, or of his inability to act for any cause, save absence, or in case of a failure on 
the part of the Rector to appoint a Senior Warden, or in case of the absence or 
inability or failure of the Senior Warden to act, then the Junior Warden shall be the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, and of the Parish. 


If there be no Wardens present, then the Vestry or Parish shall elect its own 
presiding officer. The Vestry shall also have such powers, and perform such duties 
as are provided by the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese, and be subject to 
the provisions thereof in the control and management of all the property of the Parish 
and may adopt a corporate seal. Both of the Church Wardens shall be Communiecants 
of the Church. The Vestry shall also elect a Secretary and Treasurer, and sueh 
other officers as they deem necessary, and may adopt such By-Laws for the govern- 
ment and support of this Association, or Parish, and the management and disposal of 
its property, as they shall deem fit, and as are in harmony with these Articles. The 
Rector shall have no vote in Vestry or Parish meetings, except in case of a tie, when 
he shall have power to cast the deciding vote. : 


AkT. 8. The Vestry shall have power to mortgage, or otherwise incumber the 
property of the Parish, or any part of it, for Parish purposes, and to convey or lease 
the same; but no mortgage or conveyance of any lands or tenants belonging to said 
Parish shall be made without a vote of the Vestry, two-thirds thereof being present 
and concurring; nor shall such conveyance or incumbrance be made, unless in sub- 
jection to the Canons of the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Chureh 
in America. 


ART. 9. The first regular corporate meeting of the Parish and the first election 
of a Vestry, under these Articles, shall be held on............... .Monday, A. D..... 


ArT. 10. Each person now subscribing to these Articles, and every other 
person who, with the assent of the Rector, if there be one, and a majority of the 
Vestry herein named, shall, between this date and the opening of the first. regular 
corporate meeting, subscribe thereto, shall be entitled to vote at the first regular 
corporate meeting, and shall be considered the qualified electors thereat. At all

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meetings thereafter, the electors shall possess the qualifications prescribed for Parish 
electors by the Constitution and Canons of the Church in this Diocese, and such other 
qualifications as shall be prescribed in these Articles, or in By-Laws adopted by the 
Vestry; provided, such By-Laws shall not be inconsistent with said Constitution and 
Canons; nor shall the same be altered within three (3) months next preceding the 
meeting at which they are to be applicable. 


ART. 11. The first regular meeting of the Vestry, under these Articles shall be

(if none has been previously elected), and shall elect Wardens, and transact 
any other business, and then adjourn. 


The Rector or presiding officer, Treasurer and Secretary shall then draw 
up and sign the following:

The above must then be presented to the proper Circuit Court, and, 
upon a decree being granted, a copy thereof, and of the Articles of Associa- 
tion, must be filed in the office of the Recorder of Deeds of the city or county 
in which the Parish is located, and on being recorded there, a copy obtained 
‘from the Recorder, and sent to the Secretary of State, from whom a 
certificate of incorporation will be obtained. The Parish can not lawfully 
hold or buy property until this certificate is obtained from the Secretary of 
State. 
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' Upon obtaining the certificate from the Secretary of State, such further 
proceedings must be taken as provided for in Section 6 of this Canon. 


Src. 6. Its organization having been completed in the manner prescribed 
by the preceding sections hereof, the Parish shall submit to the Bishop, at 
least twenty days before the meeting of the Convention, its written applica- 
tion for admission into union with the Convention. Such application shall 
show that the requirements of this Canon haye been fully complied with, and 
shall be accompanied by copies of said certificate and of said Articles of Associa- 
tion, and the whole shall be referred by the Bishop to the Committee on 
Admission of New Parishes and Lay Credentials, together with his endorse- 
ment of approval or disapproval of the same; said Committee shall duly 
consider the same and report their action thereon to the Bishop and Secretary 
of the Convention, at least five days before the next regular meeting thereof; 
said application, together with the report thereon shall be submitted (for 
action) immediately after the organization of the Convention. 


Src. 7. The articles above mentioned shall contain the solemn declara- 
tion and assurance that the Parish shall be forever incorporated, and the 
property thereof held under the ecclesiastical authority of the Bishop of 
Missouri, or the Bishop in whose Diocese said Parish may be, and of his 
successors in Office, the Constitution and Canons of the church known as the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and the 
Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of Missouri, or of the Diocese in 
which said Parish may be. 


CANON XI. 
Of a Change of Name by a Parish. 


Secrion 1. To enable a Parish to change its name it shall be necessary 
that an application for this purpose be made, in case it is six months or more 
before the time for the meeting of the Convention, to the Bishop, with a full 
statement of the causes leading to this desire, who, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall have power to give consent to 
such change of name. All applications within six months of the time of the 
meeting of the Convention shall be made directly to the Convention, and it 
shall be lawful, if it seems best, for any application to be referred to the Con- 
vention for its action. On evidence that the change of name has been there- 
after consummated under the laws of the State, the name shall be altered 
accordingly on the roll of the Convention, and it shall be known thereafter by 
its new title. 


CANON XII. 
Of the Election of Vestries, and their Duties. 


Srorron 1. On Monday in Easter week in every year, after due notice 
publicly given on an occasion of Divine Worship, the parishioners of each 
Parish shall assemble in annual meeting to elect a Vestry and transact such 
other business as shall be brought before them. At such meeting the Rector, 
or Minister in charge, if he be present, shall preside, and the polls shall be 
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kept open for the space of two hours. The right of challenge shall be admit- 
ted; the Secretary of the Parish meeting shall make record of such challenge 
and cause, and reference may be made to the Bishop, whose decision shall be 
final. The Vestry shall consist of not less than three, nor more than thirteen 
members; the number to be determined by the Parish meeting for each year ; 
provided, however, that notice of any proposed change of the existing number 
shall be duly given at least thirty days previously, by the person officiating at 
a regular Sunday service. They shall be baptized persons and eligible as 
Delegates to the Convention from the Parish which they are called to repre- 
sent, and not under suspension as Communicants. But no suspended Com- 
municant who shall have appealed to the Bishop to remove such suspension 
shall be disqualified either as a Vestryman or as an elector pending such appeal. 


Sec. 2. The electors shall be Communicants, of full age, (Gf males, not 
less than 21 years of age; if females, not less than 18 years of age) and who 
have been Communicants for not less than six months prior to the time of the 
election, and such other baptized persons of like age and not under suspen- 
sion as Communicants, as may have contributed to the support of the Parish 
for the six months next preceding such election, according to such rules as 
the Parish may have adopted. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Rector, or Minister in charge, or, in 
case of his absence, of the Secretary of. the Parish meeting, to call the Vestry 
together as soon thereafter as practicable, at which meeting, as at all other 
meetings of the Vestry, the Rector, or Minister in charge, shall preside, 
when present. 


Sec. 4. From their number the Rector, or Minister in charge, may 
appoint a Senior Warden, and the Vestry shall elect a Junior Warden, both 
of whom shall be Communicants, one of whom shall preside in the absence 
of the Rector, or Minister in charge, the Senior Warden taking precedence, 
but should the Rector, or Minister in charge, desire at any time to commit 
the appointment of the Senior Warden to the Vestry, he may do so. They 
shall also elect a Secretary and a Treasurer. 


Sec. 5. The Vestry shall continue in office until their successors shall be 
appointed. 


Src. 6. The duties of the Vestry shall be to take charge of the property 
of the Parish; attend to and regulate all its temporal concerns; provide for 
the support of the Rector, and, in case of his death, resignation or removal, 
with the advice and consent of the Bishop, to supply his place as soon as 
possible; and in general to act as helpers to the Minister in whatever is 
appropriate to laymen, for the furtherance of the Gospel; it being understood 
always that the spiritual concerns of the Church are under the exclusive 
direction of the Minister, in subordination to the ecclesiastical authority and _ 

. laws of the Diocese. 


Sec. 7. Each Vestry shall determine the days on which it shall hold its 
regular meetings, and may be assembled in special meeting either on the call 
of the Rector, or on the written call of any three members thereof. 
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Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the outgoing Vestry, at each annual meet- 
ing of the Parish, to make a full report of its proceedings and a complete 
statement of the financial condition of the Parish. 


Src. 9. Special Parish Meetings may be called by the Rector or other 
person in charge, due notice of special meeting being given at two public 
services not less than fourteen days apart; and it shall be his duty to call 
such meeting, and to give such notice, when requested by a majority of the 
Vestry, or upon a written request, signed by one-third of the electors of the 
Parish. 


Sec. 10. Nothing in this Canon shall be construed to interfere with the 
provisions of any existing act of Incorporation of any Parish. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Section 1. Every Minister having charge of a Parish or Mission in this 
Diocese shall keep a Parish Register. In every case where a Parish or 
Mission is destitute of a Minister, such register shall be kept by the Warden, 
or by some person appointed by the Vestry for that purpose. 


Sec. 2. The Parish Register, required by the Canon of the General Con- 
vention, shall specify the name and time of the birth of each child baptized, 
with the names of the parents and sponsors; the name of each adult 
baptized; the names of the parties married and the place where the marriage 
was solemnized; the names and ages of the persons buried, and also the time 
when each rite was performed. These entries shall be made by the Minister 
in a book to be provided for that purpose, which shall be the Parish Register, 
and which shall be preserved by the Vestry or Warden as a part of the 
records of the Parish or Mission. The list of communicants shall embrace 
all within the Minister’s cure as nearly as can be ascertained; and in his 
annual parochial report he shall distinguish the additions, removals and 
deaths since the last report. He shall also keep a list of the families and 
adult persons in his cure, so far as practicable, and also an accurate list of 
persons confirmed from time to time by the Bishop. 


Sec. 3. Whenever a Clergyman shall perform any service in a Parish of 
which he has not charge, the records required by the Canons of the General 
Convention shall be made in the register of that Parish; but if the acts per- 
formed be beyond the limits of any Parish where there is a book of records, 
then they shall be recorded in the register of the Parish of which he has 
charge, and the records shall state where the acts were performed; and if the 
acts be performed by a Minister who has no regular cure, and beyond the 
limits of any Parish, then, in addition to the private registry required by the 
General Convention, he shall report all ministerial acts so performed, in 
writing, to the Bishop, at Convention, which report shall be a complete 
copy of the record, and contain the name of the place where each act was 
performed. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Section 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant, it shall be the duty of 
the Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to the Bishop. 


Sec. 2. The Bishop shall appoint those of the Clergy of the Diocese who 
can with the most convenience discharge the duty to supply such vacant 
Parishes as have been reported to him, at such times as may be deemed con- 
venient and proper. It shall be the duty of such vacant Parishes thus sup- 
pled to defray all the expenses incident to such occasional services. 


Sec. 3. No Clergyman shall take charge of any Parish in this Diocese, 
or become a Minister or Assistant Minister in any Parish, without having 
first obtained the written consent of the Bishop. Provided, however, that 
such written consent shall not be withheld unless for causes stated, which 
shall have the concurrence of a majority of the members of the Standing 
Committee. 


CANON XV. 
Of Forfeiture of Representation in Convention. 


Section 1. Whenever any Parish or Mission in union with the Conven- 
tion shall neglect for two years in succession to make a parochial report, no 
Missionary report being made on its behalf, or shall not, during the same 
period, have been under the care of a Rector or Missionary, nor requested of 
the ecclesiastical authority to have the services of a Missionary, such Parish 
or Mission may be suspended from representation in Convention, by a vote 
of two-thirds of each Order. 


Sec. 2. Such Parish or Mission, however, may be reinstated upon 
application to the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and 
on terms imposed by the Convention; the reinstatement to take effect upon 
the rising of the Convention taking such action. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Abandonment of a Parish by its Minister. 


If a Minister shall leave his Congregation against the expressed will of 
his Vestry, and without the concurrence of the ecclesiastical authority of the 
Diocese, or for the space of two months or more neglect or refuse to perform 
Divine Worship in the Church, in addition to the penalty prescribed in 
Title II., Canon 4, of the Digest, the Bishop may, on a representation of these 
facts made to him, with the concurrence of the Vestry of the Parish, appoint 
a Minister, who shall-perform service and receive the stated salary of the 
Parish until the Rector shall have made such satisfaction as the ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese or Board of Reference may require: provided, always 
that, during such time or absence or neglect, the Rector shall have no claim 
on the Vestry for salary. 
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CANON XVII. 
Of Dormant Parishes. 


Srecrron 1. Whenever any Parish shall, for three successive years fail 
to elect a Vestry or to make report as required by the Canons, unless the 
reasons for these failures are satisfactory to the Bishop, he shall report the 
fact to the Convention. If the Parish shall not, before the next Annual 
Convention, be revived, its union with this Convention shall cease, and shall 
not be restored until it shall be recommended by the Bishop, and shall comply 
with such conditions as the Convention may prescribe. 

Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Bishop to take the necessary steps to 
preserve the property of such Parishes for the benefit of the Church. 


Src. 3. A Parish failing as above, and becoming dormant, may be 
treated by the Bishop, with the concurrence of the Board of Missions, as an 
organized Mission, until such time as it may have recovered strength for the 
adequate parochial order and administration. This resumption of parochial 
organization must be with the preliminary consent of the Bishop, and the 
restoring to union by the vote of the Convention. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Committee on Finance. 


A Standing Committee on Finance shall be appointed at each regular Con- 
vention by the Bishop or presiding Officer, to hold office until their successors 
are appointed—to consist of three laymen and the Treasurer of the Diocese. 
The duties of the Committee shall be: 1st. To act and report upon the busi- 
ness that may be referred to it during the session of Convention. 2d. To 
serve as a Board of Advice, as such counsel shall be called for in the course of 
the year, upon financial matters, to the Treasurer of the Diocese, to the Bishop, 
to the Standing Committee and the managers of the several Trusts of the Dio- 
cese. 3d. To audit, before the date fixed for the meeting of the Convention, 
the reports of the various Treasurers whose duty it is to report to the Conven- 
tion, and examine the balances and the value of the investments, and to report 
such recommendations as they may deem fit with reference thereto. 


CANON XIX. 
Of Assessments. 


Section 1. Every Parish and Mission shall be annually assessed for 
Diocesan purposes, and the funds raised under such assessitent shall be called 
‘‘The Diocesan Fund of the Diocese of Missouri.”’ 


Src. 2. At each stated meeting of the Convention a Committee shall be 
appointed for the purpose of assessing upon the several Parishes and Missions 
in the Diocese the amount to be paid for the support of the Episcopate, 
together with a sum that the said Committee may deem necessary to meet the 
contingent expenses of the Convention and Diocese among which shall be the 
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expenses of deputies to the General Convention, which amounts shall be 
collected and forwarded quarterly, in advance, tothe Treasurer of the Diocese. 

_ Src. 8. The Treasurer shall charge the said assessments made by the 
Convention on his books, against each Parish or Mission, crediting all pay- 
ments thereon when made, and report annually to the Convention the state of 
his accounts with each Parish and Mission, which report shall be entered 
upon the Journal of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The mode and basis of assessment shall be determined each year 
by the Committee, and reported in its final report tothe Convention. But any 
Convention may, at the time when said Committee is appointed, instruct it 
as to what the mode and basis of assessment for that year shall be. 

Sec. 5. The fiscal year of this Diocese shall be from the first day of May 
to the thirtieth day of April inclusive; and all Diocesan reports and all 
Parochial and Financial reports of Parishes and Missions to the Convention 
shall conform thereto. 


CANON XX. 
Of Special Collections. 
Section |. Offerings shall be made annually in every Church in this’ 


Diocese, for the following purposes, namely: 

First. For the increase of the Permanent Fund for the support of the 
Episcopate, which shall be made on the Second Sunday in Lent, or on one of 
the Sundays nearest thereto. 

Second. For the increase of the fund for relief of Clergymen disabled by 
age or disease, and of the widows and orphans of deceased Clergymen, which 


- shall be made on Christmas day or the Sunday nearest thereto. 


Third. For the support of the theological students in the Diocese, which 
shall be made on the third Sunday in Advent. 

Sec. 2. Offerings shall be made quarterly by all the Congregations of 
this Diocese which do not contribute through the Laymen’s Co-operating 
Missionary Society, in behalf of Diocesan Missions. They shall be made 
during the months of February, May, August and November; but note, that 


where services are held on less than two Sundays in each month, one offering 


for Diocesan Missions shall suffice. 
Sec. 3. The offerings contemplated by this Canon shall be forwarded 


| immediately to the Treasurers of the respective funds. 


CANON XXI. 
Of the Permanent Fund. 


Secrion 1. All money or other property now held or hereafter acquired 
for the Permanent Fund for the support of the Episcopate, shall be entrusted 
to a Board of Trustees, to consist of three Lay Communicants of the Diocese, 
who shall be elected by and hold their offices during the pleasure of the 
Convention. Vacancies occurring during a recess of the Convention may be 
filled by the remaining Trustees, subject, however, to the approval of the next 
regular Convention. 
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Src. 2. Said Board shall have charge of all real estate belonging to said 
Fund, including the Episcopal residence, and shall pay the insurance and 
taxes assessed on said property and make all necessary repairs on the Episco- 
pal residence. They shall report their proceedings to each regular Con- 
vention. 

CANON XXII. 
Of the Fund for Disabled and Infirm COlergymen. 


Section 1. All money or other property now held or hereafter acquired 
for the fund for the relief of Clergymen disabled by age or disease, and of 
the widows and orphans of Clergymen, shall be entrusted to .a Board of 
Trustees composed of the Bishop, the Treasurer of the Diocese, and of one 
Clergyman and two Lay Communicants of the Diocese. 


The Clergyman and Lay Communicants aforesaid shall be elected by and 
hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, but any vacancies in 
their number occurring during a recess of the Convention, may be filled by 
the remaining Trustees, subject to the approval of the next regular 
Convention. 


Sec. 2. Said Board shall consider applications for relief, and shall 
administer the fund aforesaid, according to such rules-and principles as it 
shall adopt. All such rules shall be reported to the Convention for revision 
and approval. 


Sec. 3. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall be the Treasurer of said 
Board, and funds not needed for current use shall be invested by the Board. 
Sec. 4. Said Board shall annually report to the Convention. 


CANON XXIII. 


Of the Fund for Theological Education. 


Section 1. All money or other property. now held or hereafter acquired — 
for the fund for theological education shall be entrusted to a Board of Trustees 
composed of the Bishop, the Treasurer of the Diocese, one Presbyter and two 
Lay Communicants of the Diocese. The Presbyter and Lay Communicants 
aforesaid shall be elected by and hold their offices during the pleasure of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 2. Said Board shall hold, invest and manage all funds now held or 
hereafter acquired by the Diocese for purposes of theological education. It 
shall haye power to make rules and regulations for the proper investment and 
disbursement of said funds, and shall annually report its proceedings to the 
Convention. ' 


CANON XXIV. 


Of the Presentment and Trial of a Clergyman, not being a Bishop. 


Section 1. Whenever any Clergyman of this Diocese, not being a 
Bishop, shall become liable to trial under the provisions of any Canon of the 
General Convention, or of the Constitution or Canons of the Diocese, the trial 
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shall be on presentment in writing, specifying the offence or offences with 
which the accused is charged, with reasonable certainty as to time, place and 
circumstances. 

Sec. 2. The presentment may be made: 

First.—By at least a majority of the members of the Vestry of the Parish, 
or of the Church Committee of the Mission, of which the accused is Ol, au 
any time within one year next before the presentment, has been a Minister 
or Missionary; or, 

Second.—By any three Presbyters of this Diocese entitled to seats in the 
Convention. 


Third.—Whenever, from his own knowledge, or otherwise than as set out 
above, the Bishop shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman has com- 
mitted any such offence against the godly discipline or usages of the Church 
as requires investigation, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to lay the case and 
all information thereon in his possession before the Standing Committee, asa 
Council of Advice, and if the Standing Committee shall concur, the Bishop 
shall appoint three Communicants, at least two of whom shall be Presbyters, 
to examine into the matter; and if, in the opinion of the majority of the 
examiners there shall appear sufficient cause for a presentment, the examiners 
shall present the Clergyman accordingly. 


Sec. 3. Any Clergyman canonically resident in this Diocese who shall 
believe that he is under imputation of conduct which, if proven, would sub- 
ject him to ecclesiastical discipline, may as of right, demand of the Bishop an 
investigation thereof; whereupon it shall be the duty of the Bishop to appoint 
three examiners, at least two of whom shall be Presbyters, who shall examine 
into the matter and report their proceedings and finding in writing to the 


Bishop; and upon such report the Bishop shall either give a certificate 
exonerating the demandant, or direct presentment against him by the 


examiners. 


Src. 4. Every presentment shall be submitted to the Bishop; who, if 
the matters therein charged shall not appear to him to be such as constitute 
an offence, or if the specifications do not appear to him to sustain the charge, 
or if a trial thereon appears to him to be unnecessary, or fruitless, may dis- 
miss the same; or, the Bishop may sustain it in part, disallow it in part, or 
cause it to be modified, remodeled or amended, to the end that it shall, in 
clear and concise language set out such facts, by way of charges and specifi- 


cation, as, if found true, will constitute a substantial offence or offences. 


Sec. 5. Whenever presentment is approved by the Bishop, he shall 
cause one copy thereof to be delivered to the accused and one to the pre- 
senters, or some one of them, and shall, at the same time, transmit to the 
accused and the presenters a precept, requiring them to appear before him, 
at a day, hour and place named, and prepare for the trial. The time for 
appearance shall not be less that fifteen days from the date of service, if the 
Same can be served on the accused within twenty-four hours’ travel from the 
place for appearance to the place of service thereof, by usual routes and con- 
veyance, and an additional day for every twenty-four hours or fraction over 
twelve hours beyond that; provided, the time may be shortened by agreement 
between the parties or their representatives. 
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Src. 6. Service of presentment and precept shall be made by personally 
delivering the same to the accused and one of the presenters, or by leaving 
the same at the place of residence of the above-named, or by mailing the 
same to the parties by registered letter, addressed to their places of residence. 
Service may be made by any communicant of the Church, and proof of service 
shall be by the party serving it giving a written statement of the facts. 

Src. 7. If on the day named in the precept, and within three hours of 
the time named, or if at any subsequent stage of the proceedings before the 
selection of the Triers, the accused fails to appear, or to show cause for his 
failure satisfactory to the Bishop, the presentment may be taken as confessed 
and sentence may be passed by the Bishop accordingly with the consent and 
approval of the Clerical Members of the Standing Committee. If none of the 
presenters appear, or show cause for such failure satisfactory to the Bishop, 
the latter may either dismiss the presentment, or appoint representatives for 
the presenters, as in his discretion appears best; provided, the Bishop may, 
for cause satisfactory to himself, renew the precept or extend the time for 
appearance to such date as he deems best, of which change all parties shall 
be promptly notified. 


Src. 8. Upon the appearance of the parties, or at any time before the 
commencement of the taking of testimony, the accused may, if he so desires, 
confess in writing the truth of the whole or any part of the presentment, 
whereupon the Bishop may set the matter down for hearing as to such parts 
as are not confessed; or may set the whole presentment for hearing; or with 


the consent and approval of the Clerical Members of the Standing Committee — 


may pass judgment upon the part confessed and dismiss the remainder, as in 
his discretion shall appear just. 


Src. 9. If the accused demand atrial, or refuse to confess to the truth 
of the whole, or any part of the presentment, or stands mute, and the Bishop 
considers a trial advisable, he shall require the accused to proceed to trial 
thereon; whereupon the accused may present any objections he may have to 


the form of presentment, and the same shall be determined by the Bishop, ~ 


who may permit any amendments or quash and dismiss the whole or any 
part of the presentment to the end that the same shall fully conform to the 
requirements of presentments as set out in Section 4, of this Canon. The 
decision of the Bishop on the sufficiency of the presentment shall be final, 
subject to his own right of review on a motion for rehearing at the conclusion 
of the trial; nor shall the Triers have power to hear, pass upon, or determine 
any questions as to the sufficiency of the presentment, nor permit any change 
therein or amendment thereof, except for the torrection of clerical errors or 
dates or names, or matters not affecting the merits of the case or substance of 
the charge. 


Sec. 10. Upon the presentment being duly settled, as above, the Bishop 
with the concurrence of the Standing Committee, shall list the names of nine 
qualified Presbyters entitled to seats in Convention, from whom three Triers 
shall be selected. 

No Presbyter who is of kin to either the accused or any of the presenters, 
within the fourth degree of consanguinity or affinity, or who is to be a witness 
in the cause, or who isa member of the Standing Committee, or who has 


‘ 
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formed or expressed an opinion concerning the matter, or as to any material 
fact in controversy, or as to the guilt or innocence of the accused, which 
opinion may influence the judgment of such Clergyman, shall be a competent 
Trier in the cause or listed as such; provided that the opinion formed or 
expressed must be one based on more than mere rumor or newspaper report. 

Sec. 11. After nine qualified Presbyters have been thus selected, the 
Bishop shall immediately summon the parties to meet at a certain time and 
place, and present to them the list of names selected as above. The accused 
may challenge peremptorily three of them, and the presenters may together 
challenge peremptorily three others; the presenters announcing their chal- 
lenge first. The three remaining shall constitute the Triers of the cause, and 
the Bishop giving at least ten days’ notice, shall summon them and the parties 
to the cause to meet at a designated time and place, in his presence. If any 
challenges are waived, the first three remaining on the list shall be the 
Triers. 

Sec. 12. Having thus assembled, the three Triers shal) sign an affirma- 
tion that they will well and truly try the cause on the presentment made, and 
a true verdict render according to the rules and usages of the Church. 

The Triers shall appoint some discreet person, lay or clerical, a Com- 
municant of the Church, possessed of the qualifications of a Trier, except that 
he need not be a Clergyman, or member of the committee, as Commissary, 
to hear, take down or cause to be taken down, all competent and relevant 
testimony the accused and the presenters may offer under the presentment. 


No Trier, after being duly selected, shall be present at the taking of any part 


of the testimony ; nor, pending the taking of the testimony, discuss the merits 
of the cause or of any fact material thereto, or permit the same to be pre- 
sented to or discussed with him, or in his presence. The Triers shall also 


prescribe the order and time within, and place or places at which the 


testimony shall be taken by the Commissary. They shall then adjourn, to 
meét at such time and place as shall be afterward designated by the Com- 
missary. 

Sec. 13. The Commissary, giving each party at least ten days’ notice of 
the time and place of commencement, shall attend at the place or places and 
times thus designated, and reduce or cause to be reduced to writing all com- 


_ petent testimony either party to the controversy may produce relevant to the 


issues, and also note and report any objections to the admission or exclusion 


of any testimony offered. 


Upon completion thereof he shall deliver or send to the Senior Trier said 
written record and report, who shall then, giving ten days’ notice, call 
together the other Triers, and notify the parties to the cause of such meeting. 
The Commissary shall also act as Clerk to the Triers, if they so desire. 


Szc. 14. Upon the assembling of the Triers, all the testimony taken shall 
be read in the presence and hearing of all, and they shall hear and pass upon 
such objections as may have been made before the Commissary, or as may 
be made before them, to the competency and relevancy of testimony, or to 


. the action of the Commissary in admitting or excluding testimony, and shall 


also permit argument on behalf of the parties to the cause. If the Triers are 
of opinion that the Commissary has erred in excluding testimony offered, 
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they may order him to take and report the same. In determining the compe- 
tency, relevancy and materiality of testimony, the Commissary and the 
Triers shall follow as nearly as possible the rules adopted in the Civil Courts. 


Sec. 15. The accused and presenters may be present in person and be ~ 
represented by Counsel before the Bishop, the Triers and Commissary at all — 


steps of the proceedings, after the approval of the presentment by the Bishop ; 
but no Counsel not a communicant of the Church shall be heard, and the 
Bishop, Triers and Commissary may limit the time of argument, and shall 
have power to regulate all matters of detail in proceedings before them, so as 
to conduce to the orderly, decent and speedy hearing of the case. All trials 
for alleged immorality or viciousness of life, and hearing of testimony therein, 
shall be conducted in private, unless the Bishop otherwise orders. 


Sec. 16. At the conclusion of the hearing, the Triers, having duly con- 
sidered the evidence, shall, before final adjournment, render such verdict, and 
recommend to the Bishop such judgment or sentence as from the facts and 
under the Constitution, Canons, Laws, and Usages of the Church, will be right 
and proper; and shall reduce the same to writing, sign it and deliver it to the 
Bishop, together with all the testimony taken, and a full report of their action 


on all objections to the testimony, and a synopsis or memorandum of all pro- | 


ceedings before them. 


Sec. 17. Upon receipt of the verdict and judgment, the Bishop shall 
cause a copy thereof to be delivered to the accused and the presenters, and 
shall notify them to appear before him at a time and place designated by him 
and show cause, if any, either has, why the verdict and judgment should not 
stand, and be carried into effect. 


Sec. 18. Upon the day named, either or both parties may appear and 
show cause before the Bishop for or against the verdict and judgment, or 
either. The Bishop shall have power to hear said appeal, and shall examine 
the testimony and proceedings in the cause; and may grant a new trial, or 
modify the judgment, or may, of his own motion, disregard the verdict and 
judgment and dismiss the presentment; but he shall have no power to inflict 


a more severe or a higher penalty than called for in the jadgment. If, on — 


such appeal, it is made to appear by affidavit to the Bishop, that an incom- 
petent Trier sat in the cause, or that competent and relevant testimony was 
excluded to the prejudice of the accused, or that new evidence, which could 
not have been produced, or the existence of which was not known to, or by 
reasonable diligence could not have been found by the accused or his counsel 
at the first trial, has been discovered, and can be procured, or that for any 
other cause justice has not been done, the Bishop may award a new trial; 
provided, however, that a new trial shall only be granted in any case, on appli- 
cation of the accused. If, in any case, the Bishop shall be in doubt as to 
whether a new trial should be granted or refused, he may call to his counsel 
the Clerical members of the Standing Committee and the Chancellor of the 
Diocese as advisers, and may require their opinion in writing as to the right 
of the matter; but such opinion shall be advisory only, and not binding upon 
the Bishop. 

Sec. 19. Ifa new trial is granted, new Triers shall be selected as in the 
first trial, and the evidence produced at the first trial as written out, and such 
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new evidence as may be taken and reduced to writing by the former Commis- 
Sary, or a new one appointed by the new Triers shall be submitted to them, 
and the cause shall proceed as in the first instance before the new Triers, the 
Commissary and the Bishop; save that but one new trial shall be granted in 
any case, unless the Bishop and a majority of the Clerical members of the 
Standing Committee concurring shall for good cause otherwise order. 

Sxc. 20. Upon the conclusion of the hearing before him, the Bishop 
shall pronounce such Canonical or Churchly sentence as shall appear to him 
to be proper; provided, however, that such sentence shall not exceed in 
severity the judgment of the last Triers who sat in the cause. The sentence of 
the Bishop shall be final. | 


Sec. 21. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon 
the accused, and any three or more of the Clergy to meet at such time as may 
in his opinion be most convenient, and in some Church to be designated by 
him, which shall for that purpose be open to all persons who may choose to 
attend, and the sentence shall then and there be pronounced by the Bishop; 
provided, however, that if the accused shall have been convicted of no other 
offence than error in doctrine or non-conformity to the Rubrics of the Book 
of Common Prayer, and if at such public assembly at such Church he.shall 
then and there in writing renounce the error of which he has been convicted, 
or avow his purpose of future conformity to the Rubrics, as the case may 
require, and submit himself to the judgment of the Church, then for the first 
offence the sentence shall not exceed in severity that of admonition. 

Suc. 22. In all trials the witnesses shall be sworn or affirmed before 
some officer authorized by law to administer oaths; their testimony may be 
taken down in shorthand and then written out or printed in longhand, and 


shall be certified to as correct by the Commissary, and may be, but shall not 


necessarily be subscribed by the witness. If however, not so subscribed, the 
Commissary shall certify to its correctness and shall state the reason for the 
omission of signature in hisreport. Ifthe testimony of any witness is required 
who resides at a distance, it may be taken by a special commissioner 
appointed by the Commissary with the approval of the Bishop on interroga- 
tions and cross interrogations settled by the Commissary and sent with the 
commission. When received it shall be read and treated as the other testi- 
mony in the case. 


Sec. 23. In all trials the decision of a majority of the Triers shall prevail 
—the Clergyman senior by ordination shall preside and preserve order; the 
presence of at least two Triers shall be necessary to the hearing, and if but 
two are present, in case of a difference between them, the opinion of the 
Senior by ordination shall govern. If a vacancy occurs in the number of 
Triers, the Bishop shall be notified and the vacancy filled in the same manner 
as was observed in constituting the Board, a sufficient number of qualified 
Triers being selected to give each side one peremptory challenge for each 
Trier to be chosen, and thereafter the cause shall proceed as if no vacancy 
had occurred. 


Sec. 24. In all proceedings the Chancellor of the Diocese shall not ap- 


pear or act as counsel for either party, but he may be called on for advice as 
to any questions of procedure or practice by the Triers or the Bishop, and shall 
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act as adviser only, and shall have no voice or vote in the determination of any 


question, save as in Section 18 of this Canon is provided. 

Sec. 25. The Bishop shall keep a record of all proceedings had before 
him down to and including the final selection of the Triers, and shall furnish 
a copy thereof to the Triers, who shall embody the same in their report, and 
all subsequent proceedings of the Triers, Bishop or Standing Committee in 
the cause shall be reduced to writing and attached to the record of the cause. 

Sec. 26. The Triers and Commissary may adjourn from time to time 
and from place to place in the Diocese, and may adopt such rules for sessions, 
order of hearing and procedure as shall be necessary. 


Src. 27. In case the Bishop shall be the party against whom the offence 
is charged to have been committed, or shall be a necessary or material witness 
in the case, the Clerical Members of the Standing Committee shall, at the 
instance of the Bishop, perform all the duties in this Canon prescribed for the 
Bishop, except that of pronouncing sentence. But either party to the cause 
may call the Bishop as a witness, even though he may, up to the time his 
attendance is required, have performed the duties devolving upon him in the 
cause. In case the Bishop is called as a witness in the course of the trial, it 
shall be at his option to perform the remaining duties prescribed for him by 
this Canon or to delegate them to the Clerical Members of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 

Sec. 28. If a Clergyman presented, shall, after the Triers are selected, 
confess the truth of the facts alleged in the presentment, in whole or in part, 
and shall not demur thereto, or if, during or after the commencement of the 
trial, he shall fail to appear and defend the case, the Triers may require the 
Commissary to proceed to hear and report to them the evidence, as if the 
accused were present, or may dispense with further evidence and proceed at 
once to finding and judgment, and report the same to the Bishop. 


Sec. 29. If in the course of any proceedings begun under and in accord- 
ance with this Canon, circumstances or a condition of things arise, which, in 
the opinion of the Bishop are not covered by the provisions of this Canon, 
and the Bishop shall ask the advice of the Standing Committee thereon, said 
committee shall have power to prescribe such rules and regulations, the 
Bishop concurring, as shall be necessary to meet the emergency, and as are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Canon. But all such rules and 
regulations shall be reported to the next meeting of the Convention, and shall 
not thereafter be of any force unless approved by Convention. ~ 


Src. 30. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon, the service 
of which is not otherwise herein provided for, may be served by a summoner 
or summoners to be appointed by the Bishop or the Triers or the Commissary, 
and the certificate of such summoner or summoners shall be evidence of ser- 
vice. In case of service by any person, it shall be proved by his affidavit and 
a written notice or paper delivered to a party or left at his place of residence 
with some person of the family over the age of fifteen years, shall be deemed 
sufficient service thereof; provided, that service on the accused, if not per- 
sonal, shall be a notice of at least sixty days. 


Sec. 51. If any Communicant of the Church shall be summoned as a 
witness before the Examiners, Commissary, Triers or Bishop, and shall, 


ope 
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without sufficient excuse, neglect or refuse to attend, or shall refuse to testify, 
or to affirm, or to be sworn, such person shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
‘of godly discipline. 


Src. 32. The expenses necessarily incurred in any investigation or trial 
under this Canon, including those of the accused, when acquitted, shall be 
audited and settled under the direction of the Triers, and shall be reported 
by them to the next Convention for payment as the Convention may direct. If 
the accused is convicted, he shall be liable for his own costs, as well as such 
other costs of the proceeding as may be imposed upon him by the Triers. 


CANON XXV. 
Of the Definition of Communicant. 


Wheresoever the word Communicant is used in these Canons, it shall be 
held and taken to mean a regular Communicant, and which shall be evidenced 
by communing at least once in each year in the Parish Church to which he 
or she may belong. And when the fact of being a Communicant is brought 
in question, a certificate of the fact from the Rector of his or her Parish (or, 
in his absence, from the Senior Warden, or the person acting as such) shall be 
taken as sufficient proof thereof ; provided, that this Canon shall not be held 
to apply to any who shall have been prevented by just cause from receiving 
the Holy Communion as prescribed, his or her Rector to be the judge of 
such cause. 


CANON XXVI. 
Of Lay Discipline. 


Section 1. Persons in connection with this Church by baptism, who are 
habitually neglectful of the duty of public worship and of other Christian 
obligations, shall be kindly admonished by the Minister. The confirmed, 
who have never been Communicants, shall be earnestly urged to prepare 
_ themselves for that bounden duty. Communicants absenting themselves from 
Divine Service or from the Lord’s Supper for six months, without reasonable 
excuse, shall be seriously exhorted to return to this duty; and, if they still so 
absent themselves, may, after one year, be suspended from the Holy Com- 
munion; and it shall be unlawful for the Clergy elsewhere to admit any per- 
son so suspended to the Holy Communion, except after due notice given to 
the Clergyman concerned, and with the written consent of the Bishop. 


Sec. 2. No Minister shall be required to receive into his Parish or Mission 
any Communicant by removal from another Parish or Mission in this Diocese, 
except upon certificate showing such person to be a Communicant in good 

‘standing. Such certificate shall be signed by the Rector, or, if there be no 
Rector, by one of the Wardens of the Parish or Mission from which such per- 
son desires to remove. The Bishop may also give the required certificate 
whenever in his opinion the circumstances require it.
